
Freeman Charged With 
15 Counts in Mondelli Case 


Medical Board 
Formally Applies To 
Suspend His License

Nine months after San Fran¬ 
cisco police removed a blood- 
soaked gay psychiatrist from an 
apartment following an ax attack 
on his gay male patient, a warrant 
has been issued in the case. Dr. 
Dean Freeman, 35, has been asked 
to surrender to the office of his 
attorney, the District Attorney’s 
office confirmed to the Bay Area 
Reporter late Tuesday, May 2. 

Jeff Ross of the San Francisco district 


attorney’s office acknowledged that Freeman 
will be charged with 15 counts in the attack 
of Mario Mondelli, 38, and the court would 
be asked to set Freeman’s bail at $200,000. 
The dates for Freeman’s surrender and court 
appearance had not been confirmed at press 
time. 

The B.A.R. attempted to reach Jim 
Collins, who was Freeman’s attorney in the 
early stages of the case, but Collins was 
unavailable. 

Freeman will be charged with numerous 
counts that can be summarized as attempted 
first degree murder with intent to inflict 
great bodily injury; assault with a deadly 
weapon with the same intent; having a sexu¬ 
al relationship between a patient and psy¬ 
chotherapist; possession of methampheta- 
mine; and writing inappropriate illegal pre¬ 
scriptions. 

Meanwhile the California Medical Board 
in Sacramento has received a formal appli¬ 
cation from the Attorney General’s office 
calling for the revocation of Freeman’s med¬ 
ical license, a spokesman there said. (See 


separate story, page 22.) 

Originally authorities planned to charge 
Freeman with three felonies, including 
attempted murder and two counts of battery 
with serious bodily injury. Charges were 
dropped - apparently due to insufficient evi¬ 
dence - at that time, and a police investiga¬ 
tor told the B.A.R., “I’m willing to bet as 
soon as we’re able we’re going to recharge 
this guy.” 

After an extensive and complex nine- 
month investigation by police and the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office, and a complicated 
three-way legal fight between attorneys for 
Freeman, Mondelli, and Freeman’s former 
employers - UCFS and SF General Hospital 
- the warrant was finally issued. 

Both UCSF and San Francisco General 
Hospital consistently refused to release any 
information whatsoever other than to 
acknowledge that Freeman had been 
employed there. Mondelli has also been 
unavailable to the press. However he has 
been in touch with the district attorney’s

Jordan Sends May Day 
Signals About AIDS

May Day - May 1, celebrat¬ 
ed as a springtime festival and 
in some countries as Labor 
Day; 

Mayday - An international 
radio-telephone signal word 
used as a distress call.

On Monday, May 1, San 
Francisco Mayor Frank Jordan 
officially proclaimed May, 1995 
as HIV/AIDS Advocacy Month 
in the City. 

There was cause for celebra¬ 
tion in the mayor’s proclama¬ 
tion, in his acknowledgment of 
“the heroic efforts San 
Franciscans have put forth in 
responding to the epidemic” - 
but, he added, “We must contin¬ 
ue to remember the devastating 
loss HIV/AIDS has had on our 
lives and do all that we can to 
fight this terrible disease.” 

And the mayor’s May Day 
proclamation also sent a may¬ 


day distress signal: “Since 
1981, San Francisco has lost 
more than 14,000 people to 
AIDS with over 20,000 cases 
reported,” the mayor’s press 
secretary Noah Griffin said. “An 
average of 140 people die each 
month in San Francisco from 
HIV disease.” 

Jordan warned in his brief 
message that with the changes 
in Congressional leadership in 
Washington, “We must be vigi¬ 
lant in protecting and expanding 
the funding that supports our 
HIV/AIDS prevention, care, 
and housing programs.” 

Jordan’s proclamation rec¬ 
ognizes a month of planned 
advocacy events, including 
AIDS Lobby Day in 
Sacramento on Monday, May 8; 
AIDS Watch in Washington, 
D.C. on May 22 and 23; the 
12th annual International AIDS 
Candlelight Memorial and 
Mobilization in San Francisco 
on May 21; and today, 
Thursday, May 4, as Care¬ 
givers Day in the city. T 


Activist Zaps Foster Hearing 


Washington AIDS activist 
Wayne Turner was ejected 
from Dr. Henry Foster’s con¬ 
firmation hearing before the 
Senate Labor and Human 
Resources Committee on 
Wednesday. Turner, a mem¬ 
ber of ACT UP, criticized 
Foster from the audience for 
not backing condom'distrib¬ 


ution in schools. Turner also 
heckled Foster at an appear¬ 
ance several months ago at 
George Washington Univer¬ 
sity.

Mark Leno Named SF’s 
Small Biz Owner of the Year 

Noah's Bagels Also Honored at Reception Tonight

Gay small business leader and humanitarian 
Mark Leno will be honored as the Small Business 
Owner of the Year by the Small Business Network 
at the group’s Fourth Anniversary Dinner on May 
4. 

The fete at the Sheraton Palace Hotel, which 
also marks the 11th anniversary of SBN, begins 
with a 6 p.m. reception and is followed by dinner 
and an awards program at 7 p.m. Local television 
and radio personality Terry La Cosse and her hus¬ 
band Fred La Cosse of La Cosse Productions will 
serve as Masters of Ceremonies for the event, 
which features a keynote address by Noah Alper, 
founder of Emeryville’s Noah’s Bagels. 

Noah’s Bagel’s has an output of more than a 
million bagels a week in several retail bagel shops 
in several neighborhoods, including the Castro dis¬ 
trict, and more than 259 Bay Area restaurants, 
delis, and groceries. 

In a unique public-private partnership, Noah’s 
leased the entire site of 400 Castro Street - the for¬ 
mer Bank of America building on the comer of 
Market Street - and turned over most of the site to 
the non-profit Life Center for use by AIDS and 
community-based non-profit groups. 

Leno, owner of Budget Signs, is on the board of 
directors of several gay rights and AIDS advocacy 
groups, including Mobilization Against AIDS, the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund, and Continuum 
HIV Day Services. Also an active fundraiser for 
the Gay and Lesbian Center of the New Main 
Library, Leno is currently spearheading local 


efforts to raise funds for a lesbian and gay endow¬ 
ment at the National Holocaust Memorial Museum 
in Washington. 

“Small businesses are very important to the 
economic health of the city and to the lesbian and 
gay community,” Leno said. “Small businesses are 
responsible for most of the jobs in the United 
States,” he told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Leno says that lesbian and gay leaders from all 
sectors of business also have an important impact 
on the American workplace through the influence 
of national gay organizations like HRCF and the 
National Lesbian and Gay Task Force. “More than 
500 of the top Fortune 1000 businesses have non¬ 
discrimination language in hiring and personnel 
policies and many have domestic partners bene¬ 
fits,” he points out. 

“The work of the national groups is important, 
from the ‘Out In The Workplace’ conference to 
anti-discrimination and domestic partners initia¬ 
tives,” he told the B.A.R. 

“Once such policies are adopted by corporate 
America, it’s not going to be long before the gov¬ 
ernment will follow suit,” Leno said. 

Also receiving awards are Eleanor Yu of Adland 
Advertising, and Syndi Seid of Advanced 
Etiquette, a business that advises and instructs for¬ 
eign nationals in conducting business in America, 
including tips of contemporary protocol and eti¬ 
quette. ▼

SF Chemical Bust Also Nets 
Hate Lit, Gay Men’s Obits

San Francisco police still 
don’t know what to make of the 
piles of hate literature and gay 
men’s obituaries they removed, 
along with approximately 50 
pounds of volatile chemicals, 
from a Tenderloin hotel room 
Friday, April 21. 

Police were called to the 
Columbia Hotel, located at 411 
O’Farrell Street, at 8 a.m. after 
someone complained 38-year- 
old resident Richard Payne had 
threatened him with a gun. 


When the officers entered 
Payne’s room they found the 
chemicals that could be used to 
make bombs, body armor, 
guns, hate literature, and a 
large number of obituaries of 
gay men who had died of 
AIDS. 

SFPD Lieutenant Ron Roth 
told the Bay Area Reporter , 
“We’re still unsure if he was gay 
and sympathizing with the men 
who had died, or if he was going 
the other way.” He said Special 
Investigations officers had car¬ 
ried “boxes of weird stuff” from 


Payne’s room after they evacu¬ 
ated about 100 people from the 
hotel and the bomb squad 
cleared the block. He said it 
seemed “there was no rhyme or 
reason” to the compiled materi¬ 
al. 

Roth could not tell the B.A.R. 
if the hate literature was of an 
anti-gay nature, and the investi¬ 
gating officer, Inspector Steve 
Lundberg, was not available at 
press time. 

Payne was arrested and 
booked on felony explosive 
charges, Roth said. T

New Programs at Continuum

Continuum HIV Day Services will 
host an open house on Wednesday, May 
10 from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. at its adult day 
health center, located at 10 United 
Nations Plaza. 

The program is the first to provide 
licensed adult day health services to peo¬ 
ple with HIV disease in the state. 

The open house marks the launching 
of a restructuring of Continuum’s ser¬ 
vices to meet the needs of a changing and 
diverse client base, according to William 
Glenn, the agency’s executive director. 

“Our mission is to enhance the quality 
of life for persons living with HIV dis¬ 
ease by providing professional health. 


social, and spiritual support and programs 
in a safe community setting. Our new 
program aims to continue to do just this 
in the most appropriate and caring way 
we know how,” said Glenn. 

The agency, which opened its doors in 
1990, serves between 80 and 100 active 
clients who receive a wide range of social 
and healthcare services in a day care set¬ 
ting modeled after senior adult day health 
services. 

With an annual estimated budget of 
$1.1 million. Continuum is funded by a 
combination of private and government 
sources, including MediCal. 

Originally conceived as a program that 
could address the problem of people with 
HIV disease who were left alone during 


the day when friends and family are work¬ 
ing or not available. Continuum will also 
start an evening program one night a week. 

The Friday Evening program for 
clients will focus on recovery and self¬ 
esteem issues, said spokesperson Brenda 
Larlbee. 

“A good percentage of our clients have 
been or are substance abusers, and 
evenings are tough times,” she said. 

Each Tuesday and Thursday at 
Continuum will be “All Center” days 
with a focus on coordinated care, recov¬ 
ery support, primary medical care, move¬ 
ment, nutrition, and support groups, 
Larlbee said. 

But every Monday and Wednesday at 
the agency will focus on the whole person 


- and will include small group outings, 
recreational activities, art therapy, mas¬ 
sage, and cultural excursions. 

Other programs and services will be 
provided on Fridays and Saturdays, but 
all participants receive two meals a day 
and professional nursing and social ser¬ 
vices care through the program. 

Transportation services are provided 
to take and return program participants to 
the facility’s Civic Center site. 

Staff and board members of the pro¬ 
gram will be on hand to answer questions 
during the Open House and to provide 
tours of the innovative program. ▼

Seattle Mike Held to Answer 

Arraignment May 10; Trial Date To Be Set

Michael Rabb, also known as 
Michael J. Johnson but better 
known as “Seattle Mike,” was 
held to answer on at least seven 
felony robbery counts at a 
Wednesday, April 26 prelimi¬ 
nary hearing before Municipal 
Court Judge Dorothy Von 
Beroldingen. He will be 
arraigned in Superior Court on 


Wednesday, May 10. Bail 
remains at $100,000. 

Most of the complainants in 
the Rabb case are older gay men 
who allege he met them in 
arcades or bars in the Polk 
Street or Castro Street areas, 
accompanied them to their 
homes, and robbed them. 

Several of the felonies with 
which Rabb is charged are in

A Tonic from the Pharmacy 

Stadtlanders Gives $ to 
Bay Area AIDS Groups

Seven Bay Area AIDS service groups are 
among the 45 non-profit AIDS organizations 
around the country to receive a total of $115,000 in 
grants from the Stadtlanders Foundation. 

The funds were raised by donations to the Raise 
The Rainbow fundraising project, which spon¬ 
sored a mile long rainbow flag at the 1994 
Stonewall anniversary festivities in New York City. 
Last year, Stadtlanders distributed $100,000 in 
grants to more than 40 non-profit AIDS service 
groups. 

Local grant recipients were the Diablo Valley 
AIDS Center in Concord, California; San 
Francisco’s Project Open Hand; The AIDS and 
Chinese Medicine Institute; Lutheran Social 
Services of Northern California; Meals of Marin; 
the AIDS Community Network of Richmond; and 
Women Organized To Respond To Life 
Threatening Diseases (WORLD) of Oakland. 

“Thanks to the grant from the Stadtlanders 
Foundation, WORLD will be able to provide even 
more information specifically targeted to women 
living with HIV and AIDS,” the group’s founder 
Rebecca Denison said in a press statement. “Our 
newsletter’s 10,000 readers represent women liv¬ 
ing in every state of this country, as well as from 
countries across the world.” 

Lutheran Social Services received $2,000 in 
grant assistance from the foundation for a unique 
East Bay project called the East Bay Friendship 
Banquet Program, which provides a monthly ban¬ 
quet of home-cooked foods in a cafe-like setting 
for low-income people with AIDS, said spokesman 
Dick Stahlke. 

“The meal is prepared and served by volunteers 
from local Lutheran congregations,” Stahlke told 
the Bay Area Reporter. The program was devel¬ 
oped as a way of providing a nutritious meal for 


people with AIDS and also educate local volun¬ 
teers about the reality of the needs of people with 
AIDS in their communities, he said. 

Lutheran Social Services provides a variety of 
social services for people with AIDS through a city 
contract, including money management counsel¬ 
ing, child abuse prevention programs, and life 
skills development. 

Stadtlanders Foundation was founded in 1993 
by Stadtlanders Pharmacy to provide support to 
charities that assist people with chronic life-threat¬ 
ening health conditions. 

The pharmacy does nationwide mail order, 
insurance billing, and social services support to 
people with chronic health conditions including 
HIV/AIDS. 

In addition to supporting AIDS service groups 
through its annual grant making program, the phar¬ 
macy also operates the Stadtlanders Pharmacy 
Wellness Center, which opened last year in the 
Chelsea district of New York City. 

The combination pharmacy and gift shop stocks 
one-of-a-kind gifts from non-profit groups that 
service people with life-challenging conditions - 
and turns back 90 percent of the sales price to the 
organization designated on the gift item. 

In its first three months of operation, the cen¬ 
ter’s gift store section raised almost $40,000 for 
non-profit groups during its first three months of 
operation. More than 20 New York organizations 
benefit from that center’s program. 

The Foundation has a 14-member community 
advisory board that includes chairman Cleve Jones 
of San Francisco, controversial Project Open Hand 
founder Ruth Brinker, and national AIDS activist 
Bart Casimir. ▼

Losing a War We Won 


C onsidering it’s a month that 
Julie Andrews used to 
describe tunefully as mad 
and gay, May 1995 is 
beginning on a pretty 
solemn note. This week is full of 
important commemorations: AIDS 
Awareness Month, Caregivers Day, 
and the 50th anniversary of V-E Day, 
the end of World War II in Europe. 

Some cynics will spend that day 
standing in Times Square - the “dia¬ 
mond stickpin on the nation’s vest,” as 
Robert Coover put it, the backdrop to 
all those Life magazine photos of 
America celebrating the war’s end - 
and point to all its signs for Panasonic, 
Minolta, Canon, Suntori, Ricoh, etc., 
as proof that Japan really won the war, 
financially speaking. We’re not too 
sure about that (the case had more res¬ 
onance a few years ago) but we will 
concede this much: we’re dangerously 
close to losing it, morally speaking. 

Some of our conservative detrac¬ 
tors may think we’re un-American to 
make that statement, but in fact we are 
very fiercely pro-American when the 
phrase refers to a country that fights 
fascism and saves innocent victims of 
intolerance. That America makes us 
proud. The country it has become in 
the last 50 years, however, seems alto¬ 
gether too much like the countries it 
defeated. 

We were taught, and we have 
always believed, that fighting 
Germany’s brutality was worth the 
incredible price our country paid (in 
lives and money: it was the first time 
America had to create a huge deficit, 
although nothing like the Reagan lega¬ 
cy we live with today) but now we 
wonder why the U.S.A. even both¬ 
ered. Was it really necessary to con¬ 
quer Germany; did we need to seize as 
spoils of war what it was eager to 
export in the first place: demagoguery, 
religious intolerance, xenophobia, 
homophobia, and destruction? 

Okay, this might be a slight overre¬ 
action to the travails of our times, but 
it’s hard to remain calm these days. 
These days, in case anyone is just 
waking from a coma, violent rhetoric 
assaults virtually everyone listening to 
the radio. These days some people 
who listen to that rhetoric find it 
frighteningly easy to kill people - fed¬ 
eral workers and their children, 
women seeking abortions and their 
doctors, gays and lesbians - with 
whom they disagree. And these days 
powerful conservatives belittle any 
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attempt to discuss the problem, espe¬ 
cially attempts coming from the origi¬ 
nal “bully pulpit,” the White House. 

If, as the GOP presidential hopefuls 
now uniformly suggest, the president 
has no business bringing up a possible 
relationship between violent talk and 
violent deeds, then his job has become 
sadly irrelevant - and we can’t under¬ 
stand why they would want it enough 
to spend millions each pursuing it. 
The truth is they know there’s a corre¬ 
lation, and they don’t want themselves 
or their backers made to feel culpable. 
That’s obviously why they’re trying to 
squelch the debate; a better question is 
why are they succeeding? 

When we listen to the right wing 
dismiss the problem of violent speech 
we remember George Carlin’s brilliant 
comedy routine of substituting the 
word “fuck” for “kill” in famous 
movie cliches to see which is more 
obscene. (“I’m gonna fuck you. 
Sheriff, and I’m gonna fuck you slow” 
is one hilarious example.) We wonder: 
how would the right wing react if the 
violence that pours out of their 
favorite radio commentators were 
replaced by sex talk? What if conserv¬ 
ative talk show host G. Gordon Liddy 
started talking about fucking govern¬ 
ment agents, instead of killing them? 
What if he meant something sexy by 
the term “headshot” instead of mean¬ 
ing, as he did, that people who fire 
their guns at agents should aim for 
their brains, which cannot be protect¬ 
ed by bullet-proof armor? We are not 
making this stuff up. 

We’d urge those espousers of so- 
called traditional values - those peo¬ 
ple who would censor all erotic art but 
revere those vicious talk show hosts - 
to spend even one afternoon listening 
and substituting sexual words for vio¬ 
lent ones, just to see how objection¬ 
able the rhetoric is to normal people. 

Finally, to get back to AIDS 
Awareness Month and Caregivers Day, 
we are sorry they have to exist, but 
since they do we’re glad they are. 
Caregivers deserve so much more 
attention than they get, and so does the 
whole problem of AIDS, even after all 
these years. Take a moment to reflect 
on each subject: thank God for the 
caregivers, and pray for the day we cel¬ 
ebrate V-A Day, Victory against AIDS. 
When that happens, we’ll all meet for 
a celebration in Times Square - and 
maybe even fuck the fatted calf. T 


Helping Hands 
Across the Bay

fact of life I’ve noticed in my 21 
months of living in the East Bay Area 
is that there’s a rule of silence 
observed about it. People move here 
(or there, depending upon your perspective) to 
escape the high cost of real estate or the rat 
race, but it’s treated pretty much like a hotel or 
a reliable mistress - to be used and enjoyed 
but rarely nurtured or appreciated. 

There is no box to check off in census 
counts for gays and lesbians, so I cannot quote 
an exact figure. But it seems to me that the 
East Bay is crawling with members of the 
community - from both high and low places - 
who drive into San Francisco each day for 
work. They attend fundraisers in the city and 
visit the Castro or South of Market to get a 
taste of The Famous Gay Lifestyle. 

But to help with the effort to stop AIDS in 
their own backyards? No. Neither the warm 
bodies nor the dollars are there; they’re too 
busy traveling over the Bay Bridge. 

After reporting on East Bay events for 11 
months, I feel entitled to ask this one question 
to AIDS organizations in particular: have any 
of you ever asked what the East Bay needs to 
survive the Contract on America? I didn’t 
think so. 

The question is not just academic. The 
problem is that a catastrophe looms in 
Alameda County - if the county board of 
supervisors moves forward with $260,000 in 
planned cuts to the Office of AIDS 
Administration, it could lose approximately $6 
million in federal Ryan White funds - and East 
Bay AIDS organizations desperately need out¬ 
side help to head it off. The program sends 
federal funds to areas hardest hit by AIDS, like 
the East Bay, if those areas maintain a mini¬ 
mum investment, under a “maintenance of 
efforts clause.” A $260K cut would destroy 
that “effort,” but East Bay advocates seem 
unable to drum up enough community support 
to convince the county that AIDS deserves 
protection from budget cuts. 

And although the disaster is in San 
Francisco’s backyard, the city AIDS organiza¬ 
tions and activists are either ignoring the prob¬ 
lem or unaware of it; with so little communi¬ 
cation, either is possible. 

If the East Bay AIDS organizations fail to 
save Ryan White because of a lack of political 
savvy and expertise, when so much exists 
across the Bay, it will be a loss for everyone. 
If this chance to confront public health 
bureaucrats is allowed to slip into the ether - 
the same silence that allowed AIDS to go 
beyond an isolated virus to become America’s 
leading cause of death among people ages 25- 
44 - it will be exactly as if PWAs were piled 
into a large pit and simply left there to die. 

And the blood will not be on the public 
health department’s hands alone. It will be 
shared by those who sat back and did nothing, 
going out perhaps for power lunches in the 
city instead of lending a hand to people too 
poor to fight the machine. The river of blood 
will run too long and too deep to be covered 
up with the next round of red ribbon dinners. 

I’m not talking about a takeover by San 
Francisco groups of East Bay organizations. 
But how about some cross-pollination? How 
about calling them once in a while to see what 
they need? How about speaking up during the 
May 5 noontime town hall meeting with the 
board of supervisors? That meeting is the per¬ 
fect opportunity to rectify this benign neglect, 
and the redlining that has grown up in its wake 
- redlining that would be illegal if perpetrated 
by an insurance company. 

Otherwise every tiny East Bay victory over 
the past couple of years may be erased, all in a 
single “cost-cutting measure” by supervisors 
who will be scratching their heads a year from 
now and trying to deal with the dual night¬ 
mares of an astronomical caseload increase 
and the medical costs of treating people with 
AIDS. T 

The meeting begins this Friday at noon 
at the board chambers, located at 1221 
Oak Street in Oakland.

Dating in the ’90s 

A few months ago after not dating for some 
time, I decided to test the waters again. I’ve met 
many of what at first I thought to be very sweet, 
kind, and handsome men. I try to be as open and 
honest as I can, because I know that of all things 
honesty, trust, and communication are the most 
important keys to a healthy relationship. 
Recently I met this one young man of 26 who 
seemed to be the greatest thing. Our first night 
together was like a dream. There was no one else 
in the world but him and I. We met at a nightclub, 
and I was impressed when he told me he didn’t 
drink alcohol, ’cause neither do I. We then 
danced passionately for what seemed like hours. 
He had to work the next morning, so we agreed 
to get together again in the next day or so for 
lunch or coffee. 

The next day all I could think about was how I 
was going to tell him I’m HIV-positive. I’ve done 
it so many times lately only to be told, “Oh, I’m 
negative but it doesn’t bother me,” but then I never 
hear from them again, or I call and my messages 
are never returned. Well, we got together two days 
later. After a long afternoon of walking around the 
city and talking I asked him if he knew any folks 
who are HIV-positive. He said he did, so I decided 
to tell him about my HIV status. He told me he was 
negative, but didn’t rush to respond to the news of 
my status. 

Suddenly, he realized he had something he 
needed to do, and before parting ways he told me 
he’d “need some time to think about it.” Needless 
to say, I haven’t heard from him since. 

I’ve heard many HIV-negative guys say things 
like, “I’m not ready to deal with that in my life 
yet.” I used to say, “Oh that’s O.K. I understand.” 
Well, I myself have had some time to think about 
this a little deeper. I have one thing to say to all 
those people who turn their heads when they see 
HIV, or the people who write personals like 
‘HIV-negative seeks same.’ I hate to burst your 
pretty little bubble, but wake up and welcome to 
the real world. It’s 1995, you’re in San 
Francisco, California living in the gay communi¬ 
ty, where we are all living with HIV in one way 
or another, and many of us unfortunately have 
died and will die. 

If you think that by burying your heads in the 
sand like most of heterosexual conservative 
America, and pretending that if you don’t face it 
you won’t have to deal with it, you’re wrong. You 
may be having sex with someone right now who 
may not even know they are HIV-positive or are 
too ashamed to tell you. I just hope you’re using 
condoms. 

I realize that there are many people who have 
moved here in recent years, from other cities all 
across the US, where even though HIV was a real¬ 
ity it may not have compared with the number of 
people living with HIV in San Francisco. Many 
people here have worked in the field of HIV social 
work, volunteered for endless HIV related causes, 
ACTed UP and attended more demonstrations than 
they can count. Those of us who have lived here 
for a number of years are burnt out from doing 
such work. 

We need each other to pull through this pan¬ 
demic, otherwise people will continue to die alone. 
All because folks felt they “weren’t ready to deal 
with HIV yet.” 

Come on, let’s get real, people, what’s happen¬ 
ing in the gay community? HIV status should not 
prevent two people from loving and caring for each 
other. Must we as a community continue to drift 
apart? Who will volunteer, or fight for our lives, or 
give us a hug when we really need one if folks in 
our own community continue to look the other 
way? 

Let’s look at what’s happening and talk about it, 
and change before it’s too late.

The HIV Unit at Mount Zion Hospital is 
rumored to be closing by July 1, another victim of 
the University of California’s cost-cutting mea¬ 
sures. This action is the result of the high percent¬ 
age of empty beds which has become a chronic 
occurrence on that floor. 

These beds are unoccupied due to a lack of 
physicians given the privilege of admitting patients 
to 5 East, Mount Zion’s dedicated HIV Unit. Even 
after much discussion with the administration, it 


seems little has been done by UC to encourage 
increased admissions. 

The UC philosophy seems to be that HIV spe¬ 
cialization adds nothing to the quality of nursing 
care given to its patients. Numerous expressions of 
praise and gratitude would, however, call this view 
into dispute. 

For the last five years I have been a Registered 
Nurse on 5 East and I am proud of the high level of 
dedicated, personalized, professional care the staff 
has provided. We have battled this disease along¬ 
side our patients, their partners, friends and fami¬ 
lies; and we have specialized in giving each the 
individualized care that each situation demanded. 

The Mission Statement of Mount Zion Hospital 
reads, “Healing, grounded in learning, and sup¬ 
ported by personal acts of kindness.” The staff of 5 
East have dedicated their careers to that healing. 
Perhaps it is time the community got involved in 
discussion with UC so that we may continue that 
mission. I feel it is my duty as patient-advocate to 
promote this discussion.

PWAs and 

viatical settlements 

During the last week in March and in early 
April, an alarming and misleading ad by “Life 
Partners, Inc.” was printed in several gay and les¬ 
bian newspapers throughout the country. The ad 
warned PWAs against selling life insurance poli¬ 
cies to viatical settlement companies which are 
licensed by any state or which have an application 
for licensing pending in any state that requires 
licensing. 

The premise of the ad was that these state regu¬ 
latory authorities require viatical settlement com¬ 
panies to disclose data about settlements made, 
including the identity of the viator. That premise is 
absolutely false and is a disservice to those who 
most need accurate information and honest assis¬ 
tance at a very stressful time. 

The facts are: 

(1) States (including California and New York) 
which require licenses have not asked for nor do 
viatical settlement companies provide personal 
data about viators to any government agency. This 
has been confirmed by the insurance departments 
in these states. 

(2) The kind of data regulated companies are 
required to provide is statistical in nature and con¬ 
tains no personal data - no names, no addresses, no 
social security numbers, and no medical records. 

(3) The reason some states have implemented 
viatical settlement regulation (and more and more 
state legislatures are considering such legislation, 
including Texas, Florida and Illinois) is to enhance 
consumer awareness and protection which can 
derive from the type of regulatory oversight such 
as is applied to other types of financial services. 
Copies of the letters we have received from appro¬ 
priate regulatory authorities are available from our 
office. 

The Viatical Association of America has a com¬ 
mitment to self-regulation. In addition, our mem¬ 
bers have strongly supported the efforts of the 
National Association of Insurance Commissioners 
in promulgating model regulations to help protect 
the interests of PWAs and others who wish to con¬ 
sider a viatical settlement to meet their personal 
needs. We represent 75 percent of the companies 
presently engaged in the viatical settlement indus¬ 
try. We would be pleased to serve as a resource for 
information regarding the viatical settlement 
industry and invite calls at any time for that pur¬ 
pose and/or to get a list of our member companies.

S ome longtime gay/les¬ 
bian Democratic 
activists in San 

Francisco are still 

seething over President Bill 
Clinton’s failure to mention the 
words gay, lesbian, or AIDS 
even once during his speech a 
few weeks ago at the 
Democratic State Convention in 
Sacramento. “He somehow 
managed to mention every other 
minority group,” complained 
one lesbian. 

As for the state Demo 
machinery, I’m told that when 
Terry Leftgoff, a longtime gay 
Demo Party activist from the 
Santa Barbara area, lost his post 
as a Demo regional director to a 
straight businessman, the party 
was left with no gays or lesbians 
at the statewide level. (Could 
this be right. Bill Press?) 

In an upcoming Advocate 
interview, David Duke, the 
homophobic, racist, perennial 
gubernatorial candidate from 
Louisiana, suggests that people 
with AIDS should be tattooed in 
their genital area, “maybe even 
with glow-in-the-dark ink.” 
Duke, the former Ku Klux Klan 
leader and two-bit politician, 
says the tattoo is needed to warn 
sexual partners. He also claims 
that AIDS started “through 
someone having sex with a 
monkey in Africa.” 

One City Hall rumor I’ve 
heard a couple of times has for¬ 
mer Municipal Court Judge 
Mary Morgan, the life partner 
of likely mayoral candidate 
Roberta Achtenberg, filing for 
her old job on the bench when 
that municipal court position 
goes on the March ’95 ballots. 
True or not, I know a couple of 
announced candidates for that 
post who would not be any too 
happy to see Mary make that 
move. 

Incidentally, some have it 
that “the powers that be” within 
the local Demo Party machine 
are still trying, through just 
about every method possible, to 
talk Roberta out of the race. 
Seems her entry somehow mess¬ 
es up the political puzzle crafted 
by a few of the “kingmakers” 
within the local party. Don’t let 
“them” push you around, 
Roberta. You wanna run? Then 
run. 

A former Ramona High 
School (San Diego County) stu¬ 
dent, who dropped out after two 
coaches spread rumors he had 
AIDS, was awarded $75,000 by 
a judge last week.

In Austin, Texas, about 5,000 
gay rights activists and their 
supporters marched to the 
Capitol in support of rewriting 
the hate crimes law to protect 
homosexuals.

UCSF Finds New Clue in 
Breast Cancer Drug Search

SAN FRANCISCO, May 1 
(UPI) - In a discovery that may 
lead to a better breast cancer 
treatment, scientists reported 
Monday, May 1 they have a new 
clue as to why a drug that stifles 
breast tumors increases the risk 
for endometrial malignancy. 

Writing in the journal 
Molecular Endocrinology, the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, researchers said their 


experiments may solve the puz¬ 
zle of why the drug tamoxifen 
stimulates the growth of 
endometrial cells lining the 
uterus, raising the risk for 
endometrial cancer, even as it 
blocks breast cancer growth. 

The ability of tamoxifen to 
stimulate growth in various cell 
types is associated with its abil¬ 
ity to bring about specific bio¬ 
chemical events not previously 
known to be activated by the 
drug, said team leader Peter

SF Delegates to White House Aging Confab: 

Phil and Del Go to D.C.

Lesbian pioneers Del Martin 
and Phyllis Lyon are spending 
this week in Washington D.C. as 
delegates to the 1995 White 
House Conference on Aging. 

“America Now and Into the 
21st Century: Generations 
Aging Together with 
Independence, Opportunity and 
Dignity,” as the conference is 
called, focuses on healthcare, 
economic security, housing, and 
quality of life issues affecting 
older people in America. 
Special effort has been made to 
consider specific needs of spe¬ 
cific subgroups, including the 
rural elderly, minorities, people 
with disabilities, veterans, and 
caregivers. 

“As far we know, we are the 
only lesbian and gay delegates 
out of 2,259,” the 74-year-old 
Martin told the Bay Area 
Reporter before leaving for 
Washington. “We’re going to try 
for a lesbian and gay caucus and 
see if we can find any others 


there.” 

Martin and Lyon, a loving 
couple for 42 years now, are the 
founders of the famous lesbian 
rights group Daughters of Bilitis 
in 1955 and authors of the 
groundbreaking 1972 book 
Lesbian/Woman . 

The couple say that they will 
attempt at the conference to 
ensure lesbian and gay and sex¬ 
ual orientation language will be 
in all relevant resolutions pro¬ 
duced therein, and will network 
and seek support for such issues 
from other, heterosexual, dele¬ 
gates. 

The couple say they are 
“very concerned” about the con¬ 
tinuation of Social Security and 
Medicare benefits for future 
generations, and don’t want to 
see Republican efforts to dis¬ 
mantle the programs succeed. 

Lyon and Martin serve on the 
advisory board of Gay And 
Lesbian Outreach to Elders in 
San Francisco and have been 
active members of Old Lesbians 
Organizing For Change and 


other senior groups. Martin also 
served on San Francisco’s 
Senior Services Plan Task 
Force. 

The White House Confer¬ 
ence has been held once a 
decade for the last 40 years, and 
was scheduled for this year by 
President Clinton after George 
Bush failed to hold a conference 
in 1991. 

“We hope our presence at the 
White House conference will 
raise consciousness about the 
unique contributions and needs 
of lesbian and gay seniors, as 
well as others who fall under the 
rubric of a different sexual ori¬ 
entation,” Martin told the B.A.R. 

The visit to a Republican- 
controlled Washington is a 
reminder of the harsh national 
climate for lesbian and gay lib¬ 
eration, the couple said. 

“We started out with FDR,” 
said Lyon, 70. ‘This is the worst 
we’ve ever seen it. 

“There have been other times 
when we’ve run into problems, 
but this is awful.” ▼

Youths Go to Washington 
For Summit on HIV Crisis

Scores of young people from 
across America are expected in 
the nation’s capital this weekend 
and next week (May 6-9), to 
take part in The National Youth 
Summit on HIV Prevention and 
Education. 

“The Summit’s major pur¬ 
pose is to allow policymakers, 
education and health profes¬ 
sionals, and people nation¬ 
wide to learn from a broad 
and diverse group of young 
people about their views on 
current HIV education and 
prevention programs,” said 
Summit spokesman Carlos 
Vega-Matos of the National 
Association of State Boards 
of Education, the coordinat¬ 
ing agency. 

“Our most valuable weapons 
in this war are education and 
awareness,” added Stacey 
Mahoney of Washington, D.C., 
a Summit youth planner. 
“Without effective weapons, we 
will continue to lose friends, rel¬ 
atives, role models, and maybe 
even ourselves to AIDS.” 

While policymakers will 
learn about HIV from young 
people’s perspective and about 
their evaluation of current pre¬ 
vention efforts, the teens who 
attend will also be able to devel¬ 
op and present their own recom¬ 
mendations for creating youth- 
centered HIV prevention pro¬ 
grams at the national, state, and 
local levels, explained Kathie 
Christie, media contact for the 
event. 

“As an HIV-infected youth, I 
have waited for a summit like 
this,” said Robert Hernandez of 
San Francisco, who just turned 
18. “I can only hope that people 
will listen and act upon what is 
said by us, the infected and 
affected youth of the nation.” 

The 150 Summit partici¬ 
pants, ages 15-19, were selected

from more than 1,000 appli¬ 
cants, according to Christie. 
They come from all 50 states, 
the District of Columbia, and 
U.S. territories, and represent 
diverse segments of the U. S. 
population.

Hog on Ice: One Slick Store

W hile it may be fashionable 
among some people to say 
Polk Street has hit the skids, 
it’s obvious that isn’t so north 
of California Street, where condo build¬ 
ings and rents are rising. Upper Polk 
Strasse is still internationally famous as a 
gay Mecca, despite hometown naysayers, 
and one of the brightest and slickest spots 
there is Hog on Ice, located at number 
1630.

2222 since 1975. The name Hog on Ice, 
they say, comes from an old Midwestern 
expression applied to someone who is 
“arrogantly independent.” Hmm. 

The store has five gay-friendly 
employees and a wide selection of 
humorous alternative greeting cards 
“including every subject from gay/lesbian 
to friendly sheep,” and affordable new 
and used CDs covering a wide spectrum. 
How wide? Well, at one end are the kind 
of ordinary discs you could also find in 
other stores, and at the other end they 
have Rita Hayworth. They also have 
books galore, candles, “accessories” - a 
tidy little word - and gay magazines and 
newspapers. And, as announcers say, 
“Much, much more!” All very much in 


keeping with the Polk Street way of life. 

“Polk Street,” Jerry says, is “getting 
better - but it’s an uphill thing.” He thinks 
new trends - monogamous relationships 
and stability, he mentions specifically - 
have helped bring about the change in 
attitude, and gives the lion’s (hog’s?) 
share of credit to the Polk Street 
Merchants Association. But he also 
credits the individual citizens of the area, 
who he says are “quietly friendly, with 
more people involved now with the kids 
hanging out and drug problems.” Jerry 
and David are quietly friendly, too, so the 
next time you’re on Polk Street make a 
point of sliding on over to Hog on Ice. 

Jerry, by the way, may be a hog on ice 
but he’s no hog with the spotlight: he told 
Out for Biz that another nice addition to 
the upcoming neighborhood is Julie 
Ring’s “Heart and Soul.” He says H&S, 
located at number 1695, is “really cool 
and in tune with the neighborhood” with 
a mixed gay and straight crowd. 

If, on the other hand, a mixed crowd is 
not what you want when what you want is 
a mixed drink, you might want to head 
down Polk Street to Reflections Cocktail 
Lounge at number 1160. Lanky Gerry 
Olson, the manager there, has hired a 
new bartender from New Hampshire 
named Mark, and if the sales of Anchor 
Steam are going up there it may be just 
because it’s so much fun seeing him bent 
over looking for the bottles. 

Finally, if this talk about Polk Street 
has you itching to go there, but you don’t 
have any wheels, you might be interested 
in a story in Automotive News indicating 
that Saturn Corp., an automaker that has 


thrived on its positioning as “a different 
kind of car company,” is extending its 
marketing to the gay community. 

“With automotive being the No. 1 cat¬ 
egory in magazine pages, getting carmak¬ 
ers to advertise would be an important 
step for gay and lesbian publications,” the 
article says. 

Saab Cars USA Inc. ran an ad in the 
November issues of Out and Genre, 
believed to be the first time an auto mar¬ 
keter ran a national ad in a publication 
targeting gay men and lesbians. There’s 
no evidence that Saab, the Swedish auto 
manufacturer, was hurt by any backlash 
from its ad, the Automotive News article 


says. In fact, Saab sales were up 32.5 per¬ 
cent in the first three months of 1995 over 
the same period in 1994. 

The information above was provided 
by Neil Hayes, who is marketing director 
with Melrose Ford on East 14th in 
Oakland. “There are other programs in 
the works with Ford and Volkswagen 
presently finalizing campaigns,” accord¬ 
ing to Hayes, whose firm will be a corpo¬ 
rate sponsor of the Freedom Day Parade 
broadcasts on KOFY this year. 

Sometimes it’s time to march, and

E Bay Health Director: 

All Health Cuts Are AIDS Cuts

Could there be a silver lining 
to the often-complained-about 
often-cumbersome guidelines 
the federal bureaucracy attaches 
to funds it gives county govern¬ 
ments? Yes, according to 
Alameda County Public Health 
Director Arnold Perkins: the 
Ryan White program’s “mainte¬ 
nance of effort” agreement may 
provide the only saving grace of 
the East Bay county’s AIDS 
budget. 

The county currently allo¬ 
cates $1.9 million to the Office 
of AIDS Administration, as 
required by the national pro¬ 
gram’s rules on minimum local 
spending participation, but the 
county board of supervisors is 
now debating reducing the fund¬ 
ing by $260,000. Although the 
OAA has said the 13.7 percent 
reduction would bring the coun¬ 
ty’s participation under the 
mandated minimum, and there¬ 
by threaten some $6 million in 
Ryan White funds, Perkins dis¬ 
agreed. 

“We will not lose Ryan 
White,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I am a strong sup¬ 
porter of our AIDS Office.” 

He said the $260,000 would 
come from an “overmatch” 


within the budget and added, 
“We will only make these 
reductions if there are legal 
grounds.” 

Various maladies 
and efforts 

Perkins told the B.A.R. that 
he was more concerned about 
something else: that devastating 
cuts to other programs that 
don’t have Ryan White-type 
spending agreements in place to 
protect them - and which often 
fail to catch the attention of 
activists because they do not 
seem directly AIDS-related - 
could pose an even greater 
problem for people living with 
the disease. 

“Various types of maladies 
and types of efforts have to be 
looked at when you look at 
AIDS,” he said, including tuber¬ 
culosis and substance abuse. 
Therefore, budget reductions to 
the OAA are merely part of the 
total picture: cuts to homeless 
programs and to the county 
medical care centers also jeop¬ 
ardize additional HIV/AIDS 
services. 

“But somehow,” he lament¬ 
ed, “I don’t get the same reac¬ 
tion from the AIDS community 
when we talk about public 
health nurses” - many of whom 


make home visits to PWAs, and 
who are now facing a budget 
reduction of $2,065,592. Other 
proposed cuts include $956,110 
from maternal and health care, 
$215,377 from homeless pro¬ 
grams, and $552,199 from a 
program that includes dental 
care, injury prevention, vio¬ 
lence prevention, and tobacco 
education. County medical cen¬ 
ters will take a $11 million hit 
in fiscal year 1994 and a $15 
million cut during fiscal year 
1995. 

“People who don’t get these 
services will literally be dying 
on the street,” Perkins predicted. 

HIV education is one area 
that Perkins believes will con¬ 
tinue unabated because it is pro¬ 
vided by a number of entities 
outside OAA. “The message 
will continue to get out, espe¬ 
cially here in the Bay Area,” he 
said. 

He blames the political fall¬ 
out from the Contract “on” 
America. “Poor people are 
under siege in this country,” 
Perkins said. “This is a clear 
attack on those who don’t 
‘have.’” 

A town hall has been sched¬ 
uled for noon tomorrow in the 
supervisors’ chambers to debate 
the cuts to OAA. ▼

e elebrating 35 years in

Nothing Better 
To Write 

Recently, widely-syndicated 
gossip columnist Liz Smith 
wrote a piece on Chastity Bono, 
who came out in an April 18 
interview with The Advocate 
magazine. Amazingly, Smith - 
who is a “semi-closeted” les¬ 
bian herself - refers to Chastity 
Bono’s “sexual preference.” Of 
course, most mainstream jour¬ 
nalists have begun to use the 
more-accurate terminology, 
“sexual orientation” since “pref¬ 
erence” carries the unfortunate 
implication that lesbians and 
gay men can be changed; it’s a 
term that appeals to the homo- 
phobic imagination, in which 
evil queers prefer immorality 
over righteousness. 

Of Bono’s lesbianism, Smith 
writes: “Now, you may think 
this is old news, but Chastity, 
the daughter of Sonny and Cher, 
has actually never spoken about 
her sexual preference. She was 
‘outed’ by the tabloids (with 
help from gay activists who 
have nothing better to do than 
tell other people how to live).” 
Smith’s blanket condemnation 
of “gay activists” is also inaccu¬ 
rate, as well as unfair. 

The practice of “outing” has 
been driven by tactics that are 
much more complex than Smith 
admits. She seems to assume 
that referring to a public figure 
as “lesbian” or “gay” can only 
be a defamatory invasion of pri¬ 
vacy, rather than a simple state¬ 
ment of fact. Moreover, many 
pro-outing activists have never 
participated in outing the rela¬ 
tives of celebrities (but have 
focused, instead, on the celebri¬ 
ties themselves). In his book 
Contested Closets: The Politics 
and Ethics of Outing, media 


folk 

researcher Larry Gross points 
out that, even at their height, the 
lesbian and gay press virtually 
ignored the Bono rumors. He 
concludes that Bono’s outing 
was largely “committed by the 
tabloid press and by mainstream 
journalists, not by gay activists.” 

Smith’s cumulative record on 
lesbian/gay issues has been less- 
than-admirable. In 1984, for 
example, she expressed public 
disgust at Harvey Fierstein 
because he actually (gasp!) 
thanked his gay lover at the 
Tony Awards. Over the years, 
Smith has also used her column 
to paint an impossible picture of 
the pervasiveness of heterosexu¬ 
ality; by insisting that such 
notables as Rock Hudson and 
Malcom Forbes were straight 
men. Smith has actively 
engaged in what Larry Gross 
describes as “one of the most 
common forms of journalistic 
deception.” 

Honestly, does Liz Smith 
have nothing better to write 
about?

Out in Space 

The late Gene Roddenberry, 
creator of the Star Trek media 
empire, once vowed to include 
lesbians and gays in the cast of 
characters who inhabit his sci¬ 
ence fiction universe. 
Unfortunately, that promise has 
yet to be kept. However, it now 
seems that another television 
show - Babylon 5 - will be the 
first to go where no science fic¬ 
tion series has gone before. The 
show’s producers have 
announced plans for queer 
inclusion. 

Some time ago, J. Michael 
Straczynski, the creator/produc¬ 
er of Babylon 5, made this 
observation: “We have no inten¬ 
tion of avoiding the gay ques¬ 
tion. We will not, however, do a 
‘gay story,’ which is usually 
described by those friends and 
acquaintances of mine in 
derogatory terms ... a la ‘fags 
are people too.' The sense I get 
is that they resent the hell out of 
that kind of patronizing 
approach. The one suggestion 
that comes most often is, ‘Why 
not simply introduce a charac¬ 
ter, we get to know that charac¬ 
ter over the run of a season, and 
at some point discover, practi¬ 
cally in passing, that this person 
is bi or gay?’ And that’s what 
we’re going to do.” 

Reportedly, the telepathic 
Talia Winters - a regular 
Babylon 5 character - will be 
revealed as bisexual. Ardent 
series fans suspect that Winters 
will have an “intimate relation¬ 
ship” with the character of 
Susan Ivanova, an officer 
aboard the Babylon 5 space sta¬ 
tion. 

Since its debut in January 
1994, Babylon 5 has ranked 
amongst the top of the ratings 
for one-hour television series, 
making it an especially attrac¬ 
tive vehicle for affirming bisex¬ 
uality.

Sonoma Supes OK 

Limited Domestic Partner Benefits

Sonoma County lesbian 
attorney Caren Callihan said 
longterm planning and six years 
of hard work were the keys to 
gaining the county board of 
supervisors’ approval of very 
limited domestic partnership 
benefits last week. 

Shortly after the board voted 
3-2 in favor of a modified pro¬ 
posed ordinance for domestic 
partnership on Tuesday, April 
25, Callihan told the Bay Area 
Reporter , “I’m feeling really 
good today because I got what I 
thought I would get.” Somewhat 
less happy were the predictable 
“fundies” who turned out in 
force at the hearing to oppose 
the measure. Security was tight 
because of earlier threats made 
against supervisors. 

Callihan said her group had 
anticipated that fundamentalist 
backlash and had rounded up as 
many political aces in the hole 
as possible to counter it. “We 
got every major political repre¬ 
sentative in this area to endorse 
this,” she said, including State 
Senator Mike Thompson, U.S. 
Congresswoman Lynn 

Woolsley, Assemblyman Dan 
Hauser, and Assemblywoman 
Carry Mazzoni. Additional sup¬ 
port was given by the Central 
Democratic Committee, the 
YWCA, ACLU, National 
Women’s Political Caucus, the 
City Councils of Petaluma and 
Sebastopol, Universalist 
Church, Metropolitan 

Community Church, and many 
others. 

She also made it clear 
domestic partner backers hadn’t 


simply relied on big names; 
they spent six years getting sig¬ 
natures onto a petition as visible 
proof of the support the mea¬ 
sure enjoyed among average 
individual Sonoma County resi¬ 
dents. “My strategy was to get 
as many local residents to sign,” 
she said, “and as many busi¬ 
nesses.” In the end they got 
1,400 signatures. 

Callihan said all that’s left 
now is for county counsel and 
the supervisors to agree on the 
language during a later vote. 
When that vote comes up the 
political support already 
amassed will block any possible 
fundie backlash, she predicted. 

The revisions concern power 
of attorney for healthcare, prop¬ 
erty management, and disposi¬ 
tion of personal effects - all of 
which will be taken out of the 
modified version. 

Callihan said their inclusion 
would have been wonderful 
because they are not usually 
included in domestic partner¬ 
ship statutes. But no matter, she 
commented. 

The ordinance will accom¬ 
plish a number of things, she 
said, since the companies that 
contract with Sonoma County 
will be bound by it, as will the 
county itself. 

Some of its provisions ensure 
visitation at health care facili¬ 
ties; include blood relatives of 
domestic partners in benefits; 
and expand qualifications for 
low-income housing. The group 
had also asked for prison visita¬ 
tion but it turned out to be a 
moot point since Sonoma 
County already allows “unrelat¬ 
ed” visitors, she told the B.A.R.

Gay Prisoners Report Horrific 
Treatment at Santa Rita Jail

A gay inmate with AIDS at 
the Santa Rita County Jail in 
Dublin, Alameda County, is 
condemning the institution as 
nothing more than “a concentra¬ 
tion camp for homosexuals.” 

The prisoner, Kevin 
Borkowski, is awaiting trial on 
charges of forgery and flight to 
avoid prosecution. Until his 
June hearing, according to Judy 
Greenspan, director of the 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project of 
Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay, “His life is at risk.” She 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
Borkowski has “run the gamut 
of horrible experiences” at the 
jail. 

Borkowski and his former 
cellmate John J. Havholm wrote 
a ten-page handwritten letter to 
the B.A.R. to detail alleged abus¬ 
es that they said begin as soon 
as gay men arrive at the jail. 
Some of those allegations fol¬ 
low: 

• Booking procedures - 

“When you are ‘booked’ into 
Alameda County Jail they take a 
detailed history, which includes 
sexual orientation/preference,” 
the men wrote. The choices are 
homosexual, bisexual, and het¬ 
erosexual. Havholm says he was 
placed in a cell with a large pink 
Post-it outside the door bearing 
the word “HOM” in large capi¬ 
tal letters, and was ridiculed by 
guards as a result. 

• Lockdown practices - 
“Gay and bisexual prisoners,” 
according to the letter, are 
housed in “a maximum security 
pod ... where we go in shackles 
keeping us ‘safe’ from the 
‘predatory general population.’ 
There are over 4,000 inmates at 
Alameda County Jail and only 
about 30 gay and bisexual pris¬ 
oners. Because we are honest or 
dumb enough to admit our sexu¬ 
ality we become maximum 
security risks and become 
estranged from the rest of the 
population. 


“This further discriminates 
[and] makes us subject to only 
four hours out of our cell (if 
that) per day. We are locked 
down and are forced to eat our 
sack lunch in our cells daily, 
only four feet away from the toi¬ 
let. On Sunday, we are locked 
down all day, while all the other 
pods in the unit are out. 

“It is well documented that 
prisoner rape can happen to any¬ 
one without regard to their sex¬ 
uality, and the acts of assault are 
usually perpetuated by hetero¬ 
sexual males, not homosexual 
males. Aggression and violence 
are not synonymous with sexu¬ 
ality.” 

• Food inadequate for 
nutritional needs of HIV-posi¬ 
tive prisoners - For inmates 
with HIV/AIDS, the men wrote, 
“The food is substandard ... for 
HIV+ inmates this lack of nutri¬ 
tion and the palatability of the 
food invites the immune system 
to break down further.” 

• Withholding of medica¬ 
tion - On March 20, shortly 
after a verbal incident with a 
guard, Borkowski was denied 
his medications at “pill call” 
because of a technicality regard¬ 
ing his name band, although the 
deputy and nurse both knew his 
identity. 

• Poor sanitation - “There 
are weeks without clean clothes, 
towels and linen.” 

• Implications that homo¬ 
sexuals are mentally ill - “Last 
week,” the men wrote in a letter 
dated April 14, “on a whim, the 
entire upper ‘A’ pod was 
switched with upper ‘F’ pod. *F’ 
pod [houses] the mentally dis¬ 
turbed, depressed, and suicidal 
inmates. ... This switch was 
allegedly to alleviate tension 
between one queen with one 
other gay male ... but that does¬ 
n’t prevent threats and harass¬ 
ment along with the screaming 
and animalistic noises of the 
mentally ill inflicted upon the 
gay population.” The day after 
Havholm wrote a six-page letter 


to the sheriff, he told the B.A.R., 
“We were all moved back to ‘A’ 
pod.” 

• Verbal abuse - “When one 
is a convict or inmate, you 
expect the deputies to treat you 
less than normal - but you don’t 
expect to be mistreated - espe¬ 
cially due to your sexual prefer¬ 
ence [sic]. 

“Many deputies carry out 
their duty in a most professional 
manner. ... It’s the other faction 
which reminds me of Nazi con¬ 
centration camps. 

“Endearing terms such as 
homos, queers, fags, are often 
used. On a return from court 
Borkowski was informed by a 
deputy, ‘We can’t strip search 
you homos with the men.’ 

“On other occasions we were 
strip-searched on return from 
the law library, as a punitive 
measure because one inmate 
aggravated a deputy. This 
deputy made jokes about ‘How 
cold is the floor?’ while we were 
squat and coughing. He chided 
the queens for ‘tucking’ and told 
them to ‘let it hang’ and referred 
to us as girls and homos.” On 
March 19 Borkowski was told 
by one guard he was “a poor lit¬ 
tle AIDS victim who’s mad at 
the world.” 

• No spiritual counseling - 

“The administration assigns 
chaplains to housing units. The 
homosexual pod has no chap¬ 
lains and is never given any type 
of spiritual/religious program¬ 
ming ...In fact, there is no pro¬ 
gramming at all for us gays.” 

Havholm, who is HIV-nega¬ 
tive, said he was due to be trans¬ 
ferred back to Northern Nevada 
Correctional Center in Carson 
City, where he will finish a sen¬ 
tence on a drug charge. However, 
he said, he supports Borkowski’s 
“cause and his quest for others 
like him; imprisoned with 
HIV/AIDS and deprived of com¬ 
passionate therapies.” Mean¬ 
while, Greenspan and Catholic 
Charities are working to amelio¬ 
rate Borkowski’s situation. T

Sunday’s reception was designed to generate 
local excitement about the conference and build col¬ 
laborative relationships with local organizations, 
funders and businesses, Barre said. 

“This reception provides us with an opportunity to 


convey the importance of NSBC to the local commu¬ 
nity,” said Vince Rodriguez, conference director. “We 
hope to build relationships with these people that will 
help us make the 1995 conference even more suc¬ 
cessful than last year.” 

Mrs. Coretta Scott King, Joycelyn Elders (who 
was then U.S. Surgeon General), and other promi¬ 
nent national leaders spoke at the 1994 NSBC held 
in Atlanta, attended by about 2,000 activists.

Nudity Bill Still Alive After Public Safety Committee

A proposal by Assemblyman 
Jim Morrisey of Orange County 
to criminalize public nudity 
failed to gain passage at a 
Tuesday, April 18 Public Safety 
Committee hearing, but will be 
reconsidered later, according to 
information obtained from 
Morrisey’s office. The measure, 
AB 1200, would make it a mis¬ 


demeanor for individuals to 
expose their private parts - 
including belly buttons - or 
simulated private parts, in pub¬ 
lic. 

The proposal also specifies 
that local governments would 
not be prohibited, either by its 
provisions or the state Penal 
Code, from licensing, regulat¬ 
ing, or restricting the location of 
art schools or establishments 


devoted to theatrical perfor¬ 
mances. 

According to the measure, 
anyone who exposes genitals, 
public hair, natal cleft, per¬ 
ineum, anal region, or public 
hair region would be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Exposing female 
nipples or areolae - except for 
breast feeding purposes (of 
children under two years of 
age) - would also be against the 


law. 

Exposure of devices worn as 
a cover over the nipples or areo¬ 
lae of the female breast that sim¬ 
ulate and give the realistic 
appearance of nipples or areolae 
would also be against the law. 

Children under ten, personal

Freedom Day Parade, 
Halloween, and Carnival. ▼

‘Psychiatrist 
and boyfriend’ 

At about 11:30 on the night of last July 25, police 
arrived at Mondelli’s Ivy Street apartment, respond¬ 
ing to 911 emergency calls, and said Mondelli came 
to the door naked and covered with blood. 

He had been hacked ten times in the back and head 
with a camping axe and knife, and told police the 
repeated hacking occurred without warning or provo¬ 
cation. The original police report described Mondelli’s 
assailant as both his “psychia¬ 
trist and boyfriend.’’ 

Investigators said the two- 
room apartment looked like a 
cyclone had hit it, with cloth¬ 
ing all over the floor and 
blood virtually everywhere. 
The phone had been ripped 
from the wall, and officers 
spotted what they believed 
was a substantial amount of 
methamphetamine at the 
scene. 

Mario Mondelli Police reports indicate 

Freeman had a cut on his left 
- wrist. At the time of the inci¬ 
dent, officers said he told 
them he acted in self-defense. 

Police initially arrested Freeman and booked him 
on an attempted murder charge. But because Mondelli 
could not answer questions after he underwent a tra¬ 
cheostomy, Freeman was released. Freeman, a 1987 
Georgetown University School of Medicine graduate, 
was immediately suspended by SF General Hospital 
pending an internal investigation and left the Bay Area 
shortly after charges were dropped; he was reportedly 
spotted living in Southern California. 

Mondelli was not expected to live - Inspector 
David Oberhoffer told the B.A.R. in mid-August, 
1994 Mondelli “was on 100 percent life support’’ - 
and his family subsequently announced they had 
retained the Melvin Belli law firm to pursue his inter¬ 
ests. ▼ 


The Medical Board of California in Sacramento has 
been asked to conduct a hearing and to revoke the medical 
license of Dr. Dean A. Freeman, a formerly promising gay 
psychiatrist who completed an internship and residence at 
the Mayo Clinic and worked at San Francisco General 
Hospital - before he was arrested for the attempted mur¬ 
der of a patient. (See related story, Freeman Charged With 
15 Counts in Mondelli Case, page 1.) 

Attorney General Dan Lungren’s office, acting as attor¬ 
neys for Dixon Arnett, executive director of the Medical 
Board of California, makes specific charges and allega¬ 
tions against Freeman, 36, accusing him of gross negli¬ 
gence, unprofessional conduct, and illegal acts. 

Documents obtained from the attorney general’s office 
indicate the accusations against Freeman are as follows: 

• In February, 1994 the psychiatrist was a member of 
the staff of an inpatient program at SFGH, into which 
local actor Mario Mondelli (referred to in the documents 
as “MM”) was admitted as a patient with a long history 
of amphetamine abuse and recent history of serious 
depression. Freeman was assigned to treat him, and 
befriended him to a point where the doctor was coun¬ 
seled by other staff members about boundary violations 
by a psychiatrist. As Mondelli was completing his inpa¬ 
tient stay and approaching the time when he was to be 
discharged. Freeman offered to continue to treat him as 
an outpatient, at no cost, if he would come to the doc¬ 
tor’s San Francisco home once or twice a week for psy¬ 
chotherapy. Mondelli accepted. 

• Sometime in March or early April, 1994 Freeman 
allegedly suggested to Mondelli that they should have sex, 
which they did then and on a number of subsequent occa¬ 
sions. 

• In April, 1994 Freeman also suggested to Mondelli 
they spend a weekend in the Russian River area of 
Sonoma County. Mondelli again accepted and they spent 
a weekend at a resort in Guemeville, where the attorney 
general’s office alleges they engaged in further sexual 
activities. 

• Beginning in the spring of 1994, Freeman allegedly 
gave various sums of money to Mondelli at different times 
to buy methamphetamine illegally, to be used as adjunct to 
sexual activity. 

• On or about May 2,1994 Freeman issued a prescription 


for 60 tablets of Ritalin, a central nervous system stimulant 
considered a controlled substance and a dangerous drug, in 
Mondelli’s name - and allegedly gave him money to pur¬ 
chase the Ritalin at Walgreens so they could share the drug. 

• In June, 1994, the documents charge. Freeman sug¬ 
gested that Mondelli get an apartment so they could have 
a private setting for romantic trysts. When Mondelli said 
he didn’t have sufficient funds. Freeman agreed to subsi¬ 
dize the rent to the extent of $250 per month. Freeman 
wrote a letter of recommendation to the Bunkhouse 
Apartments on behalf of Mondelli, making certain state¬ 
ments that were false. After that, Freeman was a frequent 
visitor to Mondelli’s, where the pair would allegedly con¬ 
sume amphetamines and have sex. 

• On July 25, 1994 Freeman went to Mondelli’s apart¬ 
ment at about 9:30 p.m. Freeman allegedly suggested that 
Mondelli disrobe and lie down on a mattress for a massage. 
Freeman also disrobed, except for his undershorts and 
socks. After that, according to the charges, Freeman gave 
Mondelli a massage - in the course of which he assaulted 
Mondelli with a hand axe, which he apparently brought 
into the apartment concealed under his jacket. Freeman 
also removed a hunting knife from his jacket and wounded 
Mondelli at least ten times with the axe and the knife. 

• After police intervention both men were taken to the 
hospital for treatment and both were tested for the pres¬ 
ence of drugs. Freeman was under the influence of 
amphetamines but Mondelli had no drugs in his blood. 
Freeman had only a superficial cut on his arm, while 
Mondelli sustained mortal wounds, primarily on his back 
and the back of his head. 

• The accusations against Freeman say it is grossly neg¬ 
ligent for a psychiatrist to make substantial gifts or loans 
of money or drugs to his patient and to prescribe amphet¬ 
amines or mehtylphnidate to a patient with a history of 
stimulant abuse. The standard of care for the relationship 
between a psychiatrist and his patient differs somewhat 
from the standard of care for the relationship between 
physicians generally and their patients, in that the psychi¬ 
atric patient is extraordinarily vulnerable to exploitation 
by his therapist. 

Arnett has asked the medical board to suspend or 
revoke Freeman’s medical license, to pay costs of the 
investigation and prosecution, and to take other action 
deemed necessary. 

The accusations filed were dated Tuesday, April 25. ▼

Kushner, assistant 
research biochemist. 

Earlier studies 
showed estrogen uses 
the same molecular 
machinery to stimulate 
growth, but the hormone 
is believed to spur a 
somewhat different 
series of events called 
the classical pathway. 

“It’s easy to test com¬ 
pounds for their ability 
to activate these steps in 
the laboratory so the 
finding could be useful 
in hunting for new drugs 
that block breast cancer 
growth without promot¬ 
ing growth elsewhere,” 
Kushner said. 

“In addition we are 
excited by the finding 
because this little-stud¬ 
ied series of events may 
serve as the major path¬ 
way whereby estrogen 
stimulates cell growth.” 

Tamoxifen, used for 
nearly 20 years as a 
breast cancer treatment, 
works by interfering 
with estrogen. In about 
half the patients, estro¬ 
gen stimulates tumor 
cells to grow. Tamoxifen 
slows the tumor cell pro¬ 
liferation by blocking 
estrogen’s stimulatory 
effect. 

Doctors are now test¬ 
ing the drug for its 
potential in preventing 
breast cancer in women 
older than 59, and in 
those at high risk due to 
a family history of breast 


cancer and other factors. 

The National Cancer 
Institute said tamoxifen 
increases the uterine 
cancer risk by a factor of 
three times. 

“Until now, we have 
assumed the anti-estro- 
gen effect of tamoxifen 
in fighting breast can¬ 
cer reflected its ability 
to interrupt events in 
the well studied classi¬ 
cal pathway,” said co¬ 
researcher Paul Webb, 
lead author of the 
study. 

The researchers 
found tamoxifen is even 
better at interrupting this 
classical pathway in 
uterine cells than in 
breast cells. 

They suspected 
another more obscure 
pathway might be 
involved in the drug’s 
ability to stimulate uter¬ 
ine cells. They found 
that while they may both 
stimulate growth by 
using the same machin¬ 
ery, tamoxifen and estro¬ 
gen apparently do not 
command the gene-acti¬ 
vating equipment 
through the same series 
of events. 

They are now trying 
to identify the factor 
responsible for tamox¬ 
ifen’s special function.

Clinton at Emily's List Lunch: 

Examine ‘Range of Violence’

WASHINGTON - President 
Clinton has expanded his appeal 
for nationwide reflection in the 
wake of the Oklahoma bombing, 
saying he wants to change “the 
spirit and the culture” of a coun¬ 
try that wallows in violence. 

Clinton, addressing a gather¬ 
ing of female Democratic 
activists Monday, May 1, tied 
last month’s bombing to a range 
of violence plaguing the coun¬ 
try, from shootings at abortion 
clinics to spousal and child 
abuse to religious vandalism. 

While criminals should not be 
allowed to blame their behavior on 
past circumstances, Clinton said, 
Americans need to look harder at 
“what is causing the United States 
to commit the whole range of vio¬ 
lence that we see.” 

“I plead with you - do not lose 
your concentration on this issue,” 


Clinton, who has spoken virtual¬ 
ly daily on the issue of violence 
since the April 19 bombing in 
Oklahoma, told the luncheon 
gathering of Emily’s List, a polit¬ 
ical organization formed in 1985 
to help female Democrats win 
elections nationwide. 

“We must ask, without point¬ 
ing the finger of blame neces¬ 
sarily ... ‘Do you say things or 
do things that either reinforce 
violent behavior, encourage vio¬ 
lent behavior, act as if at least it 
doesn’t matter to you, or numb 
people to what it’s really like?”’ 
Clinton said. “And what could 
we do to deal with this in a com¬ 
prehensive way? 

“We don’t need to make this a 
political issue; we must not 
make it a partisan issue,” he said. 

“Our goal must be not just to 
punish people who do this, but to 
stop it from happening in the first 
place - to change the spirit and 
the culture of America,” he said.

Clinton added that the 
Oklahoma bombing should 
bring about a responsibility “to 
examine the roots of violence in 


this country.” 

“We need not be more violent 
than other countries,” he said. 
“We need not abuse our freedom 
so cavalierly. We need not snuff 
out more lives. But above all, if 
we do this, we can’t be selective: 
we can’t condemn one act of 
violence and condone another.” 

Clinton made no specific rec¬ 
ommendations on the course of 
such a national debate, although 
he reiterated his plea for 
Congress to enact the recom¬ 
mendations for cracking down 
on terrorism that he proposed 
immediately following the 
Oklahoma bombing. 

The president insisted he 
takes “a back seat to no one in 
my devotion to the Constitu¬ 
tion,” but said, in clear reference 
to the suspects in the Oklahoma 
bombing: “We must also stand 
up against those who say that 
somehow this is all right, this is 
somehow a political act - people 


who say, I love my country, but I 
hate my government. 

“These people,” Clinton 
demanded, with an apparent 
touch of anger, “who do they 
think they are, saying that their 
government has stamped out 
human freedom? 

“I don’t know if there’s 
another country in the world 
that would, by law, protect the 
right of a lot of these groups to 
say what they want to say to 
each other over the short-wave 
radio or however else they want 
to say it, to assemble over the 
weekend and do whatever they 
want to do, and to bear arms - 
which, today, means more than 
the right to keep and bear arms, 
it may mean the right to keep 
and bear an arsenal of artillery. 

“Who are they to say they 
have no freedom in this country? 
Other countries do not permit 
that,” Clinton said to applause 
from the luncheon gathering. T 


Woman Sues the Met for Discriminating Against Hets 

Demeaning Comments About Her Sexuality Alleged

NEW YORK - A female 
assistant stage director for the 
Metropolitan Opera has sued 
her former employer and two of 
its top officials, charging she 
was dismissed from her job 
because she was an older het¬ 
erosexual. 

The suit was filed Monday, 
May 1 in U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan by Martha Ellen 
Brennan, 48, who claimed her 
troubles began when David 
Kneuss became executive stage 
director at the Met in 1989. The 
suit charges that Kneuss was 
prejudiced against heterosexuals 
and people over 40. 


Brennan, who joined the Met 
as an intern in 1986, said in court 
papers she always got high marks 
from her superiors for her work 
prior to Kneuss’s takeover of the 
staging department. But she 
claims Kneuss gave better assign¬ 
ments to younger homosexual 
men and women, left her undesir¬ 
able work, and made demeaning 
comments about her sexuality. 

“I was horribly wronged by 
the defendants,” she said through 
her attorney, David Scott. 

Brennan said she was dis¬ 
missed in 1993 shortly after she 
complained to the Met’s general 
director, Joseph Volpe, that sev¬ 
eral “lewd” pin-up pictures of 
half-dressed men had been put

would be worked out eventually. 
“Basically I would characterize 
them as technical problems,” 
Gilbrecht told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Gilbrecht explained there is a 
simple “out of sight, out of 
mind” principle that makes 
indoor sites attractive; activists 
hope by moving indoor they can 
end police disruption of ACE 
needle exchanges, which were 
begun in 1992 to prevent the 
spread of AIDS. 

Despite near-universal agree¬ 
ment that as much as 25 percent 
of Oakland’s large IV drug user 
population is HIV-positive, 
political leaders have found 
themselves increasingly polar¬ 
ized into needle exchange pro¬ 
ponents and opponents. 

Objections raised at the April 
26 meeting of church members 
included possible legal liabili¬ 
ties to the church, and an 
unwillingness by congregation 
members to be involved in a 
program that does not specifi¬ 
cally fight drug abuse. 

Church minister Reverend 
Robert Eller-Isaacs emphasized 
the need for his congregation’s 
involvement with the final deci¬ 
sion. 

Gilbrecht said that any nego¬ 


tiated indoor site would be used 
on Saturdays. Outdoor opera¬ 
tions would continue as usual in 
Fruitvale and East Oakland, she 
added. 

Needle exchange propo¬ 
nents have long maintained that 
the programs are a cheap and 
effective means of slowing the 
rate of HIV infection. San 
Francisco’s highly successful 
needle exchange program, for 
example, has been singled out 
for praise by The Center for 
Disease Control. In a report 
recently released by the Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies at 
UC San Francisco, restrictions 
on distribution of clean needles 
to intravenous drug users was 
listed as a barrier to lowering 
the rate of HIV infection. In the 
same study, a four-year study 
of Chicago drug addicts 
revealed a 86 percent drop in 
needle-sharing after the intro¬ 
duction of needle exchange 
programs, from 100 percent to 
14 percent. 

Gilbrecht said that when 
neighbors of the exchange sites 
complain in San Francisco - the 
stated reason behind Oakland’s 
continuing actions against vol¬ 
unteers and clients - city police 
put the two sides in touch to 
come up with a mutually benefi¬ 
cial resolution. 

Arrests are not necessary, she 
said. ▼

Scientist: Plan Is 'Quite Expensive, Has Little Benefit' 

Study Says Screening Doctors for HIV Is Too Costly

STANFORD - Mandatory 
antibody testing of surgeons for 
HIV is much too costly to justi¬ 
fy whatever small measure of 
protection it might give patients, 
researchers who have studied 
the subject reported Monday, 
May 1. 

The study results project a 
price tag of more than $400,000 
for every year of life if authori¬ 
ties enacted the highly contro¬ 
versial current proposals to 
require all U.S. healthcare work¬ 
ers to be screened for HIV, as a 
putative safeguard to patients. 

Those found to be infected 


would then be barred from pro¬ 
cedures that might expose 
patients, some have suggested. 

“We found that mandatory 
screening is poor public policy; 
it is quite expensive and has 
very little benefit,” said lead 
study author Dr. Douglas 
Owens, a health services 
research associate at the 
Veterans Affairs Medical Center 
in Palo Alto and an assistant 
professor of health research and 
policy at Stanford University 
School of Medicine. 

In a separate report, also pub¬ 
lished in the journal Annals of 
Internal Medicine, researchers 
from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in 


Atlanta reported a patient’s risk 
of HIV infection from a health¬ 
care worker in a U.S. hospital 
and clinic is extremely low. 

That study of 51 infected 
health care professionals and 
22,171 of their patients - includ¬ 
ing 113 who tested HIV-positive 
- found no evidence the workers 
had infected any of the patients, 
the CDC doctors said. 

A one-time national screen¬ 
ing program would find about 
137 HIV-positive surgeons, pre¬ 
vent between 1.9 and 21.3 infec¬ 
tions in their patients, and avoid 
about 0.9 infections in their sex¬ 
ual partners - at a cost of at least 
$8.1 million, said Stanford 
researcher Ryan Harris. 


That translates to $458,000 
per year of life saved, the 
researchers said. 

Far more cost-effective pre¬ 
ventive measures are the current 
common health interventions, 
which amount to between 
$10,000 to $100,000 for every 
year of life saved, said Robert 
Nease, assistant professor of 
medicine at Washington 
University in St. Louis. 

“The study’s message is that 
the risk of getting HIV from 
your surgeon is extremely 
remote and that screening sur¬ 
geons to prevent such an unlike¬ 
ly event is not a wise use of pub¬ 
lic resources,” Owens said. 

Unlike previous such sur¬ 


veys, the new study provided the 
number of years of life likely to 
be saved by the screening, infor¬ 
mation that allowed the 
researchers to compare this type 
of intervention to others. 

The researchers calculated 
the resulting number of addi¬ 
tional years of life by taking into 
account such potential benefits 
of HIV screening as reduced 
transmission to patients, early 
medical treatment for infected 
surgeons, and decreased trans¬ 
mission to the doctors’ lovers. 

The research was funded by 
the Department of Veterans 
Affairs and the U.S. Agency for 
Health Care Policy and 
Research. ▼ 


Researcher Says Sex Made HIV Go Crazy

ANN ARBOR - A recently- 
hired University of Michigan 


scientist has come up with a the¬ 
ory that HIV has existed for 
centuries, and that recent 
changes in human lifestyles - 
particularly sexual activity - 


may have triggered the develop¬ 
ment of a more deadly strain. 
UM evolutionary biologist 
David Mindell discounts the 
idea that the virus recently 
spread to humans from monkeys 
- a theory he says is encouraged 
by the movie Outbreak - and 
speculates, “It’s equally possi¬ 
ble that HIV is a very old virus, 
which may have co-existed with 
people in isolated parts of Africa 
or elsewhere for hundreds or 
even thousands of years.” 

“A careful analysis of the 
evolutionary relationships 
among HIV-related viruses does 
not support this popular view” 
of monkey-to-human AIDS 
transmission, according to 
Mindell and colleagues Paul W. 
Ewald of Amherst College and 
Jeffrey W. Shultz of the 


University of Maryland. 

The study, which appears in 
the latest issue of the journal 
Systematic Biology, suggests 
changing human habits caused 
the virus to turn deadly. 

A parasite virus like HIV 
would reproduce more slowly 
and pose less danger to the 
human host in isolated, tradi¬ 
tional communities where peo¬ 
ple do not have multiple sex 
partners, the authors postulated, 
but could rapidly reproduce 
where people have numerous 
sex partners, allowing it to 
increase chances of invading the 
hosts. 

“Human behavior may have 
been a key factor responsible for 
the evolution of HIV virulence 
and the development of the AIDS 
epidemic,” Mindell said. ▼ 
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from laws against personal pos¬ 
session and cultivation of mari¬ 
juana. 

The bill, sponsored by 
Assemblyman John 

Vasconcellos (D-San Jose), is 
very similar to the medical mar¬ 
ijuana initiative proposed by 
Californians for Compassionate 
Use for the November, 1996 bal¬ 
lot, according to Dale Gieringer 
of California NORML (National 
Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws). 

“I have actively supported the 
concept of marijuana for medic¬ 
inal use for many years and have 
worked for similar legislation,” 
Smith testified. “The state legis¬ 
lature must balance the concerns 
of public safety with those of 
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public health; the two need not 
be mutually exclusive. 

“A health epidemic rages in 
our state, and both law enforce¬ 
ment and those who make our 
laws must heed what the medical 
professionals are telling us 
regarding the prevention and 
treatment of not only AIDS but 
of other diseases,” Smith said. 
Advocates for medical marijua¬ 
na say it gives relief from AIDS- 
related wasting syndrome; glau¬ 
coma; multiple sclerosis; and the 
effects of cancer chemotherapy. 

“San Francisco has become a 
national model for the treatment 
and care of people with AIDS,” 
the district attorney told the 
Sacramento legislators. “In our 
city health professionals and law 
enforcement work hand in hand 
to battle the epidemic. Needle 
exchange programs have not been 
prosecuted, and yet there is no 
rise in drug addiction. Condoms 
as evidence are no longer used in 
prostitution cases, and there has 
been no decrease in prostitution 
arrests or convictions.” 

Smith said he was convinced 
that passage of AB 1529 will not 
result in more crime or more 
addiction. Instead, he argued, pas¬ 
sage would “ease the sufferings of 
many,... take some of the burden 
off our already taxed police and 
other law enforcement agencies,” 
and “alleviate an already overbur¬ 
dened court system.” 

Smith’s perspective comes 
from serving as San Francisco’s 
district attorney for 15 years. He 
ran for state attorney general 
twice and was a member of the

California Drug Council. In that 
capacity he held public meet¬ 
ings in nine cities up and down 
the state; he told the Assembly 
members those hearings helped 
him and others “to better under¬ 
stand the problems and possible 
solutions to the drug problems 
ravaging our society.” 

He called AB 1529 “a matter 
that both law enforcement and 
health professionals can agree on.” 

Conant’s testimony followed 
Smith’s, in which he stated 
unequivocally that marijuana 
decreases nausea and vomiting, 
and has proved itself in FDA-sup- 
ported studies as an effective treat¬ 
ment to help PWAs gain weight. 

Further, he testified, marijua¬ 
na decreases interocular pres¬ 
sure, tremulousness, and anxi¬ 
ety, but increases socialization 
in withdrawn patients. These 
facts are well documented in the 
nation’s most prestigious med¬ 
ical journals, he said. 

He also said smoking mari¬ 
juana works better than 
Marinol, a synthetically-derived 
substitute authorized by the 
FDA - and, he said pointedly, it 
is far less expensive. 

On Tuesday, April 24 AB 
1529 passed out of the Public 
Safety Committee with biparti¬ 
san support: six of eight com¬ 
mittee members voted in favor, 
including Republicans Jim 
Rogan of Los Angeles and 
Richard Rainey of Alameda. 
Rogan said he was familiar with 
the benefits of medical marijua¬ 
na; two relatives with cancer 
had used it to ease the pain. ▼

For Third Year Jordan Proclaims Caregivers Day in SF 


Caregivers, the Unsung Heroes

Today, Thursday May 4 - by 
proclamation of Mayor Frank 
M. Jordan, for the third consec¬ 
utive year - is Caregivers Day in 
San Francisco. 

The magnitude of being a 
caregiver as AIDS progresses in 
a loved one - the anguish, the 
time, the compassion required - 
is often so intense that the care¬ 
givers themselves sometimes 
need care. That’s the job of 
KAIROS - Support For 
Caregivers, founded July 1, 
1988. It is “a port of storm” for 
caregivers, and the only agency 
in the city devoting itself exclu¬ 
sively to the critical job of car¬ 
ing for their needs. 

Statistics indicate one out of 
every 25 people in San 
Francisco has HIV, and we have 
lost some 14,000 people to 
AIDS. There are no real esti¬ 
mates of the numbers of care¬ 
givers who have tended to those 
people; their work is extraordi¬ 
narily difficult but their efforts 
go mostly unrecognized, except 
for today. 

“In the epidemic we’re so 
concerned about people with 
AIDS, because the disease is so 
psychologically and physically 
debilitating, that we can easily 
lose sight of the needs of the 
people giving care,” John 
McGrann, founder and execu¬ 
tive director of KAIROS, told 
the B.A.R. “The purpose of 
Caregivers Day is to acknowl¬ 
edge unsung heroes in the AIDS 
epidemic.” 

Those heroes literally deter¬ 
mine how PWAs live and how 
they stop living, according to 
KAIROS staff members, who 
say the way a person dies 
depends upon the kind of care 
and compassion they receive 
toward the end. It is as essential 
as it is difficult to love people 
unconditionally, whether they 
are vomiting, angry, incontinent, 
or whatever, 24 hours a day. 

Caregivers are able to do that 
and generously give their time 
and emotions to others when 
they know they can turn to 
KAIROS for rejuvenation with¬ 
in its support and bereavement 
groups, workshops, presenta¬ 
tions, training, weekly open 
houses, resource materials, and 
more. 

The KAIROS facility at 114 
Douglass Street in the Castro is 
a tastefully furnished bright 
Victorian, very homelike, with 
an extensive garden in the rear 
that provides a home for three 
bunnies named Lucy, Ethel - 
and Myrtle. McGrann jokes that 
his main task has been to feed 


the rabbits and that he does little 
besides that, but the volunteers 
and staff disagree, as does the 
record. 

The organization’s quarterly 
newsletter goes to 7,500 care¬ 
givers throughout the nation and 
world, and in keeping with 
recent trends, resource materials 
are also now available on 
Internet; KAIROS is in the fore¬ 
front of AIDS agencies making 
their resources available in this 
manner. 

The facility sees full use, 
with AIDS agencies using the 
space during the day for small 
group gatherings. Program 
Coordinator Buz Hermes has a 
special workshop called 
“Preparing for the Later Stages 
of Care,” and grief support - 
which McGrann believes is very 
important - is also available. 

“Our whole community is 
grieving, and a lot of people 
have not dealt with their grief, 
and it’s catching up with us now 
after ten years,” McGrann said. 

“We recognize, too, the epi¬ 
demic is changing. It is no 
longer predominantly gay men,” 
McGrann pointed out, adding 
that KAIROS now has a group 
for heterosexual couples and is 
trying to adapt to the epidemic 
as it is changing in San 
Francisco. 

“We try to tell them its okay 
to be heterosexual,” McGrann 
smiled. (However, all three rab¬ 
bits in the backyard are of the 
same sex.) 

There are also some work¬ 
shops designed both for the 
caregiver and the person being 
cared for; the caregiving part¬ 
nership is seen as a unit. 
KAIROS also does workshops 
for AIDS agencies, helping 
those staff members deal with 
stress and grief issues. 
Hundreds of workshops have 
been conducted in all, and a spe¬ 
cial care booklet. Together We 
Care, has been helpful to a net¬ 
work of caregivers around the 
world. 

The facility itself provides a 
cheerful non-clinical home 
away from home environment, 
and an excellent library, and is 
recognized worldwide as a good 
place to come for support. 

The unique agency chooses 
to turn down government or 
church funding that might have 
strings attached; instead, 
KAIROS is entirely funded by 
grassroots community support. 
McGrann is expansive with his 
praise for the institution’s sup¬ 
porters, as he is for caregivers. 
Brushing aside superficialities, 
he told the B.A.R ., “It’s not how 
good you look or how much

money you have, but how much 
love you have in your heart.” 

A renewal of faith 

McGrann, Hermes and full¬ 
time secretary/office manager 
Holly Boland are the only paid 
staff at KAIROS. About 80 peo¬ 
ple volunteer, including accoun¬ 
tant Elaine Bush, who is also a 
caregiver to people with AIDS. 
Bush, who has an accounting 
practice in Benicia, gives one 
full day a week to handle 


accounting for KAIROS. 

“It’s really a renewal of faith 
for me,” Bush told the B.A.R. 
“To see how much people care.” 

“KAIROS has become an 
emotional center of healing and 
support to those coping with the 
challenges of caring for patients 
and loved ones,” according to 
board member Bob Polzon. “It 
has filled a critical gap in the 
San Francisco model of com¬ 
passionate AIDS care.” 

Caregiver Jose A. Gomez, 


currently caring for a friend he 
prefers not to identify, also 
cared for his lover Kent Atea 
until he died of AIDS in 1993, 
he told the B.A.R. 

“One of the things you learn 
in caregiving is that if you can’t 
care for yourself you can’t care 
for others - and this is a place 
where you come to care for 
yourself by sharing with others,” 
Gomez said. 

Robert Pyburn, presently 
caregiver for his lover of seven 
years, Jon Morris, agreed. He 
said, “KAIROS has been a safe 
place to come for support with a 
group of people who are going 
through-” and then paused to 
search for the proper word, 
finally finishing with, “similar 
pain, anguish ... struggle.” 

Caregiving is “surprisingly 
full-time at times,” he said. 
“There are times when things 
appear to get better and it’s an 
up cycle full of hope - and then 
the full-time duties come back 
again like a freight train.” 

Every Friday an open house 
is held at KAIROS from 5 to 7 
p.m. This Friday, May 5, a spe¬ 
cial open house will honor care¬ 
givers. T

“For this is wisdom; to love, to 
live/To take what fate or the Gods may 
give/To ask no questions, to make no 
prayer/To kiss the lips, to caress the 
hairySpeed passion’s ebb, as you greet 
its flow/To have - to hold - and in time, 
let go.” 

James Fugate, using the pseudonym 
James Barr, wrote the novel Quatrefoil 
in 1950. In the next five years, he pro¬ 
duced at least two other works of fiction 
with a gay theme: Derricks, a collection 
of short stories, and Game of Fools, a 
playscript. Such publications were rare 
for their time. 

On the back jacket of Fools, pub¬ 
lished in 1954, Barr is said to have 
earned his living as an oil field 
roustabout. At the time, speaking of the 
potential for an organized homosexual 
movement, he said, “The time is not yet 
ripe. The homosexual minority is too 
amorphous to have need of a 
spokesman. At present the group must 
find and identify itself. Only time or a 
vicious persecution can hurry the 
process. But what an organization it 
could be if ever its individuals mastered 
their terror, sloth and inclination to pet¬ 
tiness!” 

Barr “disappeared” until 1990. He 
wrote a new epilogue to Quatrefoil, 
which was republished by Alyson in 
1991. ▼

PWAs Announce Glaxo Faxo 

Company Poised to Announce Restricted Access to 3TC

ast week’s ACT 
UP/Golden Gate Writers 
Pool article presented the 
recent history of negotia¬ 
tions between GCHP, communi¬ 
ty activists, and Glaxo 
Pharmaceuticals, the manufac¬ 
turer of 3TC. This week, it 
appears as though major compo¬ 
nents of the community propos¬ 
al have been deleted by Glaxo. 

In an unexpected last-minute 
turn of events, Glaxo contacted 
the GAPA Community HIV 
Project (GCHP) on Wednesday, 


April 26 with a preliminary 
announcement stating the crite¬ 
ria for the 3TC Expanded 
Access Program would be dras¬ 
tically changed. 

Glaxo had announced on 
March 30 that, due to drug sup¬ 
ply problems, the expanded 
access program for 3TC would 
only enroll 350 applicants per 
week. Current applications have 
been upwards of 800 per week. 
Community activists agreed that 
drug should be prioritized for 
people with lowest CD4s (t- 
cells), but also stipulated that 
the primary criteria for access¬ 
ing drug, 300 CD4s or less.

must not be changed; now 
Glaxo is poised to inform doc¬ 
tors of an amendment to the pro¬ 
gram, allowing only patients 
with less than 100 CD4s to 
apply! Suddenly it appears us 
though Glaxo is attempting to 
reduce the total number of 
patients receiving free 3TC 
prior to their projected autumn 
’95 application to the FDA for 
drug approval. 

Community activists feel 
strongly that people having 
between 100 and 300 CD4s 
should not be excluded from 
applying/accessing 3TC. Many 
of those patients have failed on, 
or are unable to tolerate AZT, 
ddl, ddC, and d4T. 

While Glaxo has not yet pro¬ 
duced hard data, the company 
guesstimates that the average 
CD4 count amongst patients 
who are currently receiving 
drug is approximately 90. By 
using 100 CD4 as the cut-off for 
eligibility, the company has sug¬ 
gested that few patients will be 
excluded. However, activists 
note that 90 is the average - not 
the top end of the range - of 
CD4 for those receiving/seeking 
drug. Even if all 350 slots per 
week were to be filled by people 
with fewer than 100 CD4s, the 
community feels that applica¬ 
tions for those with higher T- 
cells should be accepted and 
processed, and patients should 
be wait-listed. 

“While Glaxo has acknowl¬ 
edged community concern 
around the needs of patients at 
later stage of disease, the com¬ 
pany is clearly making a policy 
decision which is independent 
of drug supply issues,” says Jeff 
Getty of ACT UP/Golden Gate. 

At an April 10 meeting in 
San Francisco, Glaxo represen¬ 
tative Dr. Mark Rubin repeated¬ 
ly assured activists that time, 
and not cost, was the issue in 
supplying 3TC for the expanded 
access program. Dr. Rubin 
pointed out that the company 
had been willing to build, 
remodel, or subcontract manu¬ 
facturing facilities in order to 
increase drug production. Glaxo 
chose to remodel existing facili¬ 
ties, allowing 3TC to be manu¬ 
factured faster by eliminating 
several steps in production. 

Subcontract contact 

Glaxo claims that 100% 
manufacturing capacity will be 
achieved by September of this 
year. Given this projection, it 
seems that at very least patients 
should not have to wait until 
September to apply and then 
endure the three to six weeks 
necessary for processing appli¬ 
cations and shipping drug. 

Like Bristol Myers’s ddl and 
d4T, and Hoffman-LaRoche’s 
ddC, Glaxo’s 3TC expanded 
access program is managed 



through an independent contrac¬ 
tor. That means that when your 
doctor calls an 800 number to 
request the drug for you s/he is 
not calling Glaxo. The contract¬ 
ed agency is responsible for 
accepting orders, processing 
documentation, and making 
sure that drug is shipped in a 
timely fashion each month for 
each patient. 

Traditionally, drugs which 
have been dispensed through an 
expanded access program are 
continually provided post¬ 
approval until such time as 
patients can actually acquire 
drug through pharmacies. That 
could mean a two- or three- 
month period of time, from 
September, during which Glaxo 
would be providing additional 
drug to several thousand 
patients. 

Assuming that September 
will see continued demand at 
the rate of the present 800 appli¬ 
cants per weeks, three months 
could mean 5,400 (800-350 x 12 
weeks) additional patients 
requesting/receiving 3TC. Since 
cost is not a consideration for 
Glaxo (the largest pharmaceuti¬ 
cal in the world, which is inci¬ 
dentally buying-out Burroughs 
Wellcome), the company should 
be easily able to afford the 
expense of additional personnel 
for administration of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Glaxo representative Jennifer 
McMillan has said that, in the 
event that requests drop below 
350 per week for patients with 
CD4<100, the company will 
“consider” applications from 
patients with more than 100 
CD4s. However, this would 
once again require amending the 
study protocol, a time consum¬ 
ing process. Moreover, activists 
fear that busy doctors will sim¬ 
ply discourage patients with 
higher CD4s from requesting 


drug. Regardless of fluctuations 
in demand (above or below 350 
per week) a wait list would 
allow ongoing accrual now and 
faster access come September. 

To this end activists are even 
amenable toward placing other 
earlier demands, made upon 
Glaxo, on a back burner at this 
time. “However, we are still 
committed to working with 
Glaxo to develop a more target¬ 
ed process for outreach and drug 
access for people with 
HIV/AIDS who are dependent 
upon the public health clinics,” 
said GCHP’s Executive Director 
Steve Lew.

These responses will be pre¬ 
sented to Glaxo by GAPA 
Community HIV Project, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, and a collec¬ 
tion of other agencies providing 
AIDS treatment advocacy to the 
affected community. Remem¬ 
ber, Glaxo has not yet instituted 
their current proposal. Your 
responses are critical to keeping 
the present less-restrictive eligi¬ 
bility criteria of less than 300 T- 
cells.

from the $35 domestic partner registration fees 
that now go directly into the general fund, Migden 
said, just as funds for battering programs are now 
taken from marriage license revenue. 

“Same-sex domestic violence programs are 
grossly underfunded,” Migden said, “and the 
domestic partner fees are the ideal way to supply 
additional money for these crucial services.” 

The $17,000 figure represents about 38 percent 


of the amount the city expects to earn from domes¬ 
tic partner registrations next year, Migden aide 
Michael Colbruno told the B.A.R. 

Of 15 domestic violence programs in San 
Francisco, only two - Woman Inc. and MOVE 
(Men Overcoming Violence), working with 
Community United Against Violence - specifical¬ 
ly serve gay and lesbian couples. 

Migden observed there has been a “steady 
increase of domestic violence calls since the pub¬ 
licity of the O.J. Simpson trial,” and said, “any 
additional funds will be beneficial in combating 
the horrible epidemic.” T

A Fungus Among Us

couple of weeks ago, 
while reviewing how I 
got cryptococcal 
meningitis, I was sur¬ 
prised to hear from one of my 
doctors that this deadly fungal 
infection might be seasonal. If 
true, the end of the drought here 
in California might mean some 
bad news for local PWAs. 

My doctor, who I’ve been 
seeing for over five years and 
who has, at this point, quite a 
few HIVers in his practice, had 
never seen a case of crypto 
before. (By the way, all my ref¬ 
erences here to “crypto” refer to 
cryptococcal meningitis, the 
fungal brain infection, and not 
to Cryptosporidium, a microor¬ 
ganism found in municipal 
water supplies and which can 
cause nasty illness in PWAs. So 
far as I know, there is no con¬ 
nection between the two dis¬ 
eases.) 

Then, literally within one 
minute of getting my diagnosis 
over the phone, he was notified 
that another PWA patient of his 
also had it. No cases for years, 
and then suddenly two cases 
within a minute? 

A collaborating doctor. Dr. 
Follansbee, who sees a much 
larger population of HIVers, 
confirmed my doc’s impression. 
“For the first years of the 
decade, we were seeing a fair 
amount of crypto,” Follansbee 
told me. “Then, for several 
years, nothing. It was as though 
it had ceased to be a serious 
threat. Then, this past year, it 
reemerged with a vengeance.” 
Apparently, there’s something 
of a small epidemic of it at San 
Francisco General. 

His theory was that the end 
of the drought has something to 
do with it. The years of unnatur¬ 
al dryness apparently held the 
crypto fungus in check. Then 
the current year of abundant 
water (and it still hasn’t stopped 
raining!) made for an environ¬ 
ment that was particularly invit¬ 
ing to fungi. 

Of course, there could be

their own pace and will be sup¬ 
ported by a small army of vol¬ 
unteers providing hot catered 
meals, five daily water and 
snack stops, hot showers, and 
medical services. 

According to event publicist 
Nadine Ono, the cyclists are 
expected to consume 20,000 
gallons of water; 9,000 aspirin; 
40,000 granola bars; and more 
than a ton of pasta. Some 4,500 
bike tire repair kits will be avail¬ 
able, as will ten mechanics, 20 
chiropractors, 20 massage ther¬ 
apists, and a score of nurses and 
doctors from UCLA’s 
Emergency Medicine Center 
riding in two mobile clinics. 
UCLA Medical Center will also 
provide a staffed ambulance 
throughout the event. 

Participants need not be 
experienced cyclists, organizers 
say. Even casual cyclists are 
invited to experience what they 
call an “adventure of a lifetime” 
- as long as they raise at least 
$2,200 in pledges before the 
ride. During last year’s event, 
which raised more than $1.5 
million, one elderly wdman 
along the route invited all of the 
500 riders participating to come 


other contributing or competing 
explanations. It’s possible that 
crypto was being detected earli¬ 
er or prevented. But few expla¬ 
nations would account for both 
the relative disappearance of 
crypto and its sudden reemer¬ 
gence this spring. It makes me 
feel all the more fragile - sus¬ 
pecting that even the weather 
can be affecting my “progres¬ 
sion.” 

Euphoric haze 

I’ve finished my course of 
Amphotericin B, to my great 
relief, and now that I’ve sur¬ 
vived the disease and the cure, I 
can get on with trying to live a 
life. But I’ve never been so sick 
before, never had so deep a 
trench to climb out of, and I am 
finding it frustrating. Who 
would’ve thought that nearly 
dying would make one so weak? 

In the past I’ve come back 
from nearly as low a weight 
(currently I’m around 120 
pounds, compared to 135 just 
before my bout with crypto), but 
never have I experienced such a 
long, slow haul back to health. 
My first major opportunistic 
infection, back in ’92, was 
pneumocystis, PCP, the classic 
OI - opportunistic infection, for 
the uninitiated. The drugs for 
that started working within 24 
hours, had little toxic effect, and 
I felt great. 

My second major OI was 
MAI or MAC (also known as 
Mycobacterium Avium 

Intracellulare and/or 

Mycobacterium Avium 

Complex) about a year later, in 
’93. That was a harder haul. For 
one thing, the drugs that treated 
it took about a month to really 
kick in. 

Unfortunately, since my only 
experience of a major OI had 
been so mellow, I assumed that 
my second recovery would be as 
easy. For two days after I started 
my treatment for MAC, I was in 
a euphoric haze, delighted at 
having dodged the bullet again. 
Then harsh reality stepped in, 
and I realized that my recovery 
was going to take a while. That 


into her home. Among those 
participants were a man who 
rode in memory of his brother 
who died of AIDS, and a 
woman riding with her HIV¬ 
positive son. 

Last year’s California AIDS 
Ride was successful enough to 
initiate a new and similar ride 
on the East Coast.

was a bitter pill to swallow, but 
it was sweetened by the fact that 
I was, after all, still alive. 

Now, facing a recovery from 
my third major opportunistic 
infection, cryptococcal menin¬ 
gitis, I see that it will be a hard¬ 
er schlep than either of my ear¬ 
lier recoveries. For one thing, 
I’ve been knocked further down 
than I was with any of the previ¬ 
ous OIs. For another, I have to 
get over the effects not just of 
the disease, which is bad 
enough, but of the cure as well. 

While I did okay on 
Amphotericin, in the sense that I 
was able to endure it for the full 
21 days of treatment, it still took 
a lot out of me, which none of 
my previous treatments really 
did. Also, from all I hear, each 
OI is harder to get over than the 
preceding ones. It’s as though 
your vital reserves get depleted 
and your ability to bounce back 
fades. 

This is clearly going to take a 
while to get over. I just hope that 
nothing comes along and gets 
me while I’m still down, picking 
myself up from the crypto! 

Another statistic 

And I still don’t know how 
single PWAs ever survive this 
illness long or recover from seri¬ 
ous OIs. If it weren’t for my 
boyfriend’s vigilance in the first 
place, and his tireless nursing 
since diagnosis, I don’t think I’d 
still be here. Perhaps single 
PWAs have to have less denial 
than coupled ones or better 
social support networks. 


Aside from noticing and get¬ 
ting me to act on my symptoms, 
my partner may have saved my 
life by quick action after I was 
released by the hospital. I was 
shipped home after a mere three 
days there: a combination of my 
extreme anxiety to get home and 
the pressures on contemporary 
healthcare providers to keep 
costs down. 

But as with my “cure” for 
MAC (MAC is never “cured”; 
it’s just “controlled,” like the 
crypto, which will hopefully be 
taken care of by the fluconizole 
I’ll be taking henceforth), the 
first couple days of treatment 
were deceptively easy. They’d 
determined that I could tolerate 
ampho, no small feat, and had 
rehydrated me with a constant 
24-hour drip of water. 

Alas, when I was sent home, 
the care company entrusted with 
my well-being, Homedco, 
screwed up in a major way, not 
continuing the hydration bags 
(even though, as my mom - a 
head cardiac nurse - pointed out 
when she got here a couple of 
days later, the Amphotericin 
bags specifically call for addi¬ 
tional hydration!). Within 24 
hours I was in nearly as bad a 
shape as when I’d first been 
admitted to the hospital. 

Partly this was because the 
illness itself hadn’t yet peaked 
while I was briefly in the hospi¬ 
tal, and there was no real reason 
to think it had, other than non¬ 
specific factors: I’d been in the 
hospital. I’d been let go, so I 
must have been worse off and 


now I was better, right? 

Aside from that little fallacy, 
similar to the incorrect supposi¬ 
tion I’d made during my recov¬ 
ery from MAC, was the compli¬ 
cating dehydration I underwent 
as soon as I was out of the hos¬ 
pital and not getting a 24-hour 
drip. The pain from the 
headaches got worse, and I 
began to hallucinate. I was so 
sensitive to sound that my part¬ 
ner was afraid to play the radio 
at an audible volume. (Instead, 
he played long CDs of environ¬ 
mental sounds, over and over. 
They played their role, but I 
don’t think I’ll be able to listen 
to them anymore, due to the 
unpleasant associations they’ve 
acquired.) 

As a result I really can’t 
recall what I was thinking and 
feeling during that period. By 
the time I came to, a couple of 
days later, I was feeling fine 
(relatively speaking) and could 
not recall my “down time” 
with any sense of accuracy. 
But if I’d just been dumped at 
home without a partner to look 
after me, would I have made it 
past that final hump or would I 
have become just another sta¬ 
tistic? 

Either way, I suppose I’m a 
statistic like every other PWA. 
So far, at least, I count on the 
“long-term survivor” side of the 
ledger instead of on the far more 
numerous list of those who did¬ 
n’t make it. When they say “be 
here for the cure,” I wonder if 
they realize how difficult that’s 
getting for some of us. ▼

“Everything I do is because I 
feel a need to see and hear it 
myself,” said the tall 29-year- 
old former Texan in a recent 
interview. “There’s an alchemy 
to these clubs, elements that 
need to be together. It comes 
from my own desire, my own 
wanting to see things, and I have 
an intense confidence that the 
audience is there.” 

And it certainly was last week 
when The Creature Club, a musi¬ 
cal showcase held at Co Co’s 
(formerly Spike’s), debuted. “It’s 
a place where we can chat with 
each other, make plans, be influ¬ 
enced by other people, other cul¬ 
tures - cultures within our cul¬ 
ture,” Hennessy says. 

“It’s important that we get up 
and do things for each other, 
encourage each other. Musically, I 
think there needs to be reaching 
out that way. And that’s what Sister 
Spit (women’s open mic beginning 
in May at Co Co’s) does for writ¬ 
ers. It’s like a workshop.” 

Originally conceived as a 
place where patrons could come 
to hear a variety of new music, 
The Creature Club is already 
pushing its own boundaries. The 
focus is still on music, but it will 
feature a wide variety of sounds, 
from taped selections by differ¬ 
ent DJs to young bands that 
don’t have enough clout or 
material to play a full set. 

However, a full sensory expe¬ 
rience is also on the agenda. In 
addition to the first-ever perfor¬ 
mance of Dyke Van Dick, and the 
jazz of Baby Trance, the evening 
will also include belly dancing, 
slides by Technopia, and a perfor¬ 
mance by sex workers about the 
current overfishing of the seas. 

Hennessy emphasizes that 
the club will be a place for 
young bands and performers to 
try things out and share things 
with each other. “It’s about 
what’s going on now,” Hennessy 
says, “What’s relevant to us, and 
what’s contemporary.” 

Dressed to impress at 
Club Confidential 

On certain weekends, though, 


years ago she’d never performed 
in a rock band. “No one tells you 
what to sing,” she laughs. “What 
do you want to say? And how do 
you want to get it across?” 

The band has been around for 
three years now, with as many dif¬ 
ferent sounds and incarnations 
(the current line-up features drum¬ 
mer Jamie Sanbonmatsu and 
bassist Mark Derbin). A band with 
a sound that was once described as 
“two rocks and a log rolling down 
a hill” has metamorphosed into a 
tight, powerful ensemble. 

And Hennessy recently put 
herself to a new test: playing 
guitar onstage as well as singing, 
a test she seems to have passed 
with flying colors at the band’s 
last show at the CW saloon. 

‘To tap into my own con¬ 
sciousness, to learn what I need to 
learn, to go where I need to go, is 
probably my biggest challenge, 
and the goal that gives me the 
most grief. You have battles with 
confidence, abilities, other people, 
and you battle with your muses ... 
you want it to be relevant and 
about our experience, and you 
have to get that across with the 
skills that you currently have and 
create visions out of that.” 

Or, in Hennessy’s case, a 
variety of visions. ▼

the past has also been going on 
in the present, as anyone who’s 
attended the monthly Club 
Confidential can tell you. What’s 
onstage explains the club’s large 
draw. Past performers have 
included such legends as Lynn 
Breedlove and Anna Joy, Bambi 
Lake, Harriet Dodge, Lynn 
Flipper, Carmen, and Elvis 
Herselvis in one-time only, spe¬ 
cially prepared sets accompa¬ 
nied by Birdie Bob Watt. 

But it’s not just the talent that 
gives Club Confidential its spe¬ 
cial zing; the audience is equal¬ 
ly compelling. They’re “dressed 
to impress,” bedecked in retro- 
glam. For this ain’t your father’s 
combat boot camp. Here, fanta¬ 
sy replaces parody, and a visit to 
the “butch/femme fag/dyke 
queer glam cabaret” owes more 
to “La Vie En Rose” than to La 
Cage Aux Folles. Along with the 
de rigeur heels and lipstick, 
there are legions whose ties suit 
them. They’re on hand, perhaps, 
to take a sentimental journey. 

Club Confidential, founded 
at Paula’s Clubhouse in the 
summer of ’93 by Justin Bond 
and Stafford, was later moved to 
the Embassy Lounge by Jordy 
Jones, Stafford, and Hennessy a 
few moths ago. Of its populari¬ 
ty, Hennessy notes, “It’s the first 
time that our generation has had 
a chance to dress up and do the 
whole butch/femme thing that 
really got shut down by ’70s 
feminism. It’s fun.” 

Part of the fun is returning 
monthly and realizing that one 
month’s dashing dandy is next 
month’s sexy sylph. It’s precisely 
that flexibility that Hennessy and 
co-producer Miranda Mellis 
hope to explore with the creation 
of the multimedia “Switch 
Show” (May 19-21), which will 
feature film, dance and perfor¬ 
mance by Hennessy and Mellis, 
Stanya Kahn, Michelle Tea, 
Idexa and Julie Overton, and 
Miriam Kronberg, among others. 

“As dykes in the queer com¬ 
munity, we have a big thing about 
identity,” says Hennessy, and the 
overwhelming popularity of Luna 
Sea’s “Built” show, about butch 
identity, and “Death on Heels II,” 
about femme identity, attests to 
that. “Butches feel that they’ve 
had to fight all their lives about

what women are, like ‘I’m not like 
that. I’m not like that,’ and switch¬ 
ing in and out is not favored,” she 
says, explaining that the flexibility 
and movement between not only 
butch and femme, but also 
between ages, classes, top and 
bottom, and other polarities can be 
threatening. However, says 
Hennessy, “It’s kind of a shape¬ 
changing magical place to be, and 
your experiences are just as valid 
as those who spend their time in 
one of those areas.” 

Random Violet 

Another area that Hennessy 
spends time in is that of 
singer/guitarist for “punky power 
trio” Random Violet. She’s not 
just paying lip service to per¬ 
formers trying new things out - 
she is one. Although she’s sung 
in chorus her whole life, when 
Random Violet was formed three

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Anne Bogart's The Medium' 

McLuhan is the Message

f the medium, as Marshall McLuhan tells us, is 

the message, then Anne Bogart’s The Medium 
111 at Theater Artaud is one mighty message 

' indeed. Inspired by the life and predictions of 
McLuhan, a pop culture philosopher who emerged 
in the ’60s as “the oracle of the electronic age,” 
The Medium is a frenetic, wildly involving theater 
piece - the kind of performance art that deigns to 
include the audience rather than lose them in avant 
garde pretensions. 

Conceived by Bogart (with input from her 
astute cast of five) and based on McLuhan’s work. 
The Medium is an expressionistic journey through 
McLuhan’s media-fixated mind as it suffers the 
violent jolts of a stroke that, ironically, led to 
McLuhan’s loss of speech communication. As 
McLuhan loses control of his mind and body, his 
thoughts and words are personified by the other 
cast members. One scene blends into another as the 
actors use McLuhan’s thoughts as dialogue. 

While the actors may be playing a scene in the 
style of a family sitcom or a newscast, the words 
they use are McLuhan’s. The sounds of their voic¬ 
es and their performances are specific to the scene, 
but the actual words they use are McLuhanisms 
such as “infomania erodes your capacity for sig¬ 
nificance” or “media eases the burden of experi¬ 
ence.” 

Focuses on prophet’s ideas 

The text of the show is a repetitive recitation of 
McLuhan’s amazingly accurate appraisal of the 
ways in which media - from computer networks to 
cable television to telecommunication innovations 
- have, for better or worse, revolutionized 
mankind’s entire being. The success of The 
Medium rests in part on the accessible, powerfully 
pertinent content of McLuhan’s message, which is 
even more amazing given that McLuhan died in 
1980, before cable television, videos, the Internet, 
laptops and cellular telephones took over the coun¬ 
try. The onslaught of these media brought 
McLuhan to the “chicken little” conclusion: “the 
sky is falling - this is the end of history.” 

That the work of this contemporary thinker 
could be brought to life so vividly is a tribute to the 
skill of Bogart, her actors - J. Ed Araiza, Will 
Bond, Ellen Lauren, Kelly Maurer and Stephen 
Webber - and the training they received at the 
Saratoga International Theater Institute, which was 
created by Bogart and Tadashi Suzuki. 

The SITI training focuses on creating a precise 
vocabulary of movement that requires total body 
control, and the extent to which this training suc¬ 
ceeds is apparent through the entire 90-minute 
show. Tortured, humorous, graceful and jarring, 
the performers are quite literally acting dancers 
throwing themselves fully into the kinetic tableaux 
of Bogart’s creation. Aside from the pithy bite of 
McLuhan’s message, The Medium offers the plea¬ 
sure of watching multi-talented performers, whose 
control of their physical being is awesome. 

Cumulative emotional impact 

The overwhelming talent and skill of these 
actors does not stop at mere movement, however. 
The ensemble is as vocally dexterous as it is phys¬ 
ical. As the individuals play out their scenes from 
a noirish murder mystery, a cooking demonstra¬ 
tion, and a stand-up comedy act (among others), 
they exhibit glorious vocal ranges and expert tim¬ 
ing. The result of these combined skills is a 
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Ellen Lauren and Will Bond in The Medium. 


poignant ambiguity that brings the bizarre, non¬ 
linear, non-narrative nature of the show into the 
world of emotion. 

From the excellent ensemble, two performances 
stand out. Bond’s McLuhan is wondrous. 
Physically crippled by his stroke, he wanders 
through the media-afflicted landscape of his mind, 
sometimes merely observing, sometimes partic¬ 
ipating, but always offering up endless commen¬ 
tary: “I am not by type or conviction a revolution¬ 
ary,” and “There is no new world order, only new 
world chaos” are frequent refrains. Bond’s agoniz¬ 
ing physical depiction of McLuhan concludes with 
the debilitated philosopher crammed into a small 
wooden crate - an apt metaphor for man’s retreat 
into a non-user friendly world overrun with empty 
communication. 

Among the supporting players, Maurer stands 
out as a virtual master of her craft. Her range of 
expression - both vocally and physically - is phe¬ 
nomenal. Maurer’s showpiece is her bit as a ven¬ 
triloquist’s dummy, in which she displays not only 
the skill of a consummate actor, but also the depth 
and universality of a well-trained clown. 

Bogart’s direction has wrought an intensely 
complex, fascinating and artful exploration of 
one man’s thoughts on the current and future 
state of mankind. Bogart demands a great deal of 
her audience - especially in terms of concentra¬ 
tion - but she rewards them with coherence, vis¬ 
ceral impact and, most importantly, a good 
show. 

Because the show leaves the audience mentally 
drained, it could be shorter, but this is a minor 
complaint. Beyond its intellectually challenging 
composition, its masterful use of incredibly talent¬ 
ed actors and its overall sensory onslaught, 
Bogart’s The Medium is a necessary, stimulating 
exercise for our media-addled brains. ▼

Using film as his blatantly 
polemic (but not didactic) tool, 
Riggs illuminates the complexi¬ 
ties of what it means to be black 
in America. He probes the com¬ 
plicated and ever evolving sub¬ 
stance of American black con¬ 
sciousness by pinpointing and 
challenging the forces - sexism, 
homophobia, racism, cultural 
nationalism - which continue to 
flatten, merge, reduce, erase and 
contain African Americans. 

Riggs, in typically fearless 
fashion, jumps squarely into the 
middle of these issues by delv¬ 
ing into the ways in which 
music, family, religion, spiritu¬ 
ality, sexual orientation, nation¬ 
alism, gender, skin color, and 
socio-economic class have col¬ 
lectively shaped the experience 
and meaning of blackness for 
African Americans. 

While acknowledging that 
white Americans have long 
viciously stereotyped black 
Americans, Riggs demonstrates 
the equally devastating effect 
that African American defini¬ 
tions of “blackness” have had 
on our own sense of ourselves. 
The film underscores this point 
by confronting head-on many of 
the cultural institutions and ide¬ 
ological beliefs that have played 
a part in building ideas of black 
“community” and “identity,” but 
which have rarely been closely 
scrutinized by African 
Americans for their potentially 
injurious aspects. 

From changing definitions of 
the word black and changing 
perceptions of what it means to 
be called black to discussions of 
skin color and hair texture (and 
their attendant prejudices and 
discrimination), black masculin¬ 
ity and black womanhood, and 
white-defined, racially con¬ 
structed definitions of black¬ 
ness, Riggs never misses a beat 
in his critical examination of the 
multiple meanings of blackness. 

The idea that blackness 
encompasses innumerable expe¬ 
riences might seem obvious, but 
it’s not. As Barbara Smith 
explains, “There are as many 
kinds of black people as there 
are black people; they are so 
many variations on a theme.” 
But is there truly an essential 
black identity? Is there a real 
black man, or real black 
woman? In exploring these 
questions, Riggs foregoes tradi¬ 
tional documentary storytelling 
to take a more lyrical, personal 
approach to the subject of con¬ 
flicted identity. 

It’s all like gumbo 

Like cooking a good gumbo, 
which Riggs uses as a metaphor 
for “blackness” - “gumbo’s got 
a little bit of everything in it and 
everything that you can imagine 
can be put into gumbo” - Riggs 
mixes fragments of folk stories, 
poetry, dance, music, his own 
mortality, and the personal testi¬ 
mony of a diverse group of 
African Americans who have at 
times felt uncomfortable and 
even silenced within black cir¬ 
cles because their complexion, 
class, gender, speech, or sexual¬ 
ity have rendered them either 
“not black enough,” or the 
opposite, “too black.” The film 
is a visual and aural mosaic, and 
Riggs assembles this collage of 
sound and imagery so effective¬ 
ly that it never seems forced, 
pretentious, or preachy. 

Black Is ... features a wide 
range of African-American

voices. We hear the opinions 
and reminiscences of leading 
intellectuals, artists, and cultural 
critics like Angela Davis, bell 
hooks, Cornel West, Barbara 
Smith, Michele Wallace, and 
Bill T. Jones. But some of the 
film’s most profound commen¬ 
taries are offered by less well- 
known black Americans, people 
who are no less eloquent in dis¬ 
cussing their own struggles and 
conflicts around blackness. 

Despite the film’s diversity 
of perspectives, a shared trait 
does emerge: the refusal of 
black Americans to have an 
externally imposed identity 
applied to them. As Angela 
Davis says in the film, “We have 
such an obsession with naming 
ourselves because during most 
of our history we’ve been 
named by somebody else.” 

It eventually becomes clear 
that there is no singular, true 
identity for black people, and no 
one true way to express or be 
ourselves. The African 
American community is simply 
too diverse to characterize so 
simply. Black identity is not 
fixed or exclusive, but mutable 
and constantly in flux. 

AIDS was a 
motivating force 

Admittedly a bit diffuse in its 
focus, as is any film about such 
a broad subject, Black Is ... is 
tied together by Riggs’ own 
search for meaning and self- 
affirmation as his health deterio¬ 
rated from AIDS, which was a 
Catalyst for this work. “It’s 
pushing me to deal with identity 
from a global perspective. The 
connection between AIDS and 
black folks’ identity is 
metaphoric. Both of them are a 
struggle against the gods in the 
face of adversity, in the face of 
possible extinction. 

“How do we keep ourselves 
together as a people in the face 
of all our differences? How do 
we maintain a sense of commu¬ 
nal selfhood? Who’s in the com¬ 
munity and who’s not? There’s 
been a history of excluding 
other black folk from 'commu¬ 
nity’ in this country to the detri¬ 
ment of our empowerment as an 
over-all people.” 

Riggs has left the African- 
American community a power¬ 
ful and affecting legacy with 
this film. It is meant to provoke 
and facilitate communication, 
rather than answer all our ques¬ 
tions. It challenges African 
Americans to come together and 
empower ourselves as a com¬ 
munity, despite our extraordi¬ 
nary diversity and past divisive¬ 
ness, and without disregarding 
what makes us different and 
unique. It is a vision of a black 
consciousness that derives not 
from conformist unity but rather 


communalism, which instead of 
negating or flattening our differ¬ 
ences, accepts and accommo¬ 
dates them. 

As Cornel West expertly out¬ 
lines, “We’ve got to conceive of 
new forms of community. We 
have multiple identities and 
we’re moving in and out of var¬ 
ious communities at the same 
time. There is no one grand 
black community.” 

Black Is ... Black Ain’t was 
intended as a catalyst for long 
overdue discussions among 
African-Americans about what 
it means to be who we are, and 
how to eventually heal the 
wounds that keep us from build¬ 
ing a healthy sense of communi¬ 
ty. It also can’t help but remind 
us of what we lost when Riggs 
died. He was an eloquent and 
tireless advocate for the things 
he believed in, such as cultural 
pluralism and free and uncen¬ 
sored expression, and a formi¬ 
dable opponent of those who 
would silence him in the name 
of “traditional values.” He was a 
dynamic voice in the United 
States, and he will be sorely 
missed. T

Big Fish Across the Pond 


Shark Infested Waters, 
The Saatchi Collection 
of British Art in the ’90s

' | rt collector Charles 
If fjj Saatchi is not scared off 
j|M|j| by adventurous work, 
' even a Damien Hirst 
sculpture that includes a rotting 
cow’s head, live flies and mag¬ 
gots as its materials. That’s 
good, because, as this book 
illustrating Saatchi’s collection 
makes clear, recent British art is 
not for the faint-hearted. 

The book’s title refers to 
probably the most famous 
British sculpture of the past 
decade. Hirst’s The Physical 
Impossibility of Death in the 
Mind of Someone Living (1991), 
a ferocious-looking tiger shark 
floating in a glass and steel tank 
of formaldehyde. Several other 
Hirst works are reproduced in 
these pages, including more 
stuff floating in embalming flu¬ 
ids: fishies, internal organs, a 
lamb. Hirst may be the British 
artist who most gratifies the 
media spotlight, and his forensic 
art makes great copy, but a lot of 
what shines in this collection of 
the work of 35 artists is consid¬ 
erably more subtle. 

Sarah Kent, who furnishes 
introductory essays on the 
artists, writes that she was 
“determined not to impose arti¬ 
ficial groupings” on the wide 


range of art represented. But 
most of it points to the re-emer¬ 
gence of conceptualism in con¬ 
temporary art. If these artists are 
exploring diverging territory, in 
most cases they began with the 
beauty of an idea. 

There are even some ideas in 
common: refrigeration and 
plumbing, for two. Rose Finn- 
Kelcey presents a walk-in freez¬ 
er with solid walls of ice, The 
Royal Box (1992). Jane 
Simpson’s elegant sculptures 
incorporate refrigeration units 
and the ice frosting on them. 
Marcus Taylor fashions 
abstracted fridges out of acrylic 
sheeting. Rachel Whiteread 
makes plaster casts of the spaces 
beneath sinks and baths. And 
Hadrian Piggott creates beauti¬ 
ful, if disturbing plumbing fix¬ 
tures that look like the wash-up 
lavs of an alien culture. He also 
has made soap embossed with 
legends such as “Dirt Urgent” 
and “Slip It To Me,” which I feel 
sure B.A.R. readers will under¬ 
stand intuitively. 

Perhaps the most beautiful 
works represented here inhabit a 
grey zone between the cate¬ 
gories of installation art and that 
’70s phenom, “earthworks.” 
Richard Wilson’s monumental 
20:50 (1987) filled a pristine 
whitewalled gallery with used 
sump oil. A tapering steel walk¬ 
way “cantilevering dangerously 
out into space like a diving 
board” offers a trench in which 
the viewer may venture forth 
into the black pool. The 2,500

gallons of oil create a reflective 
plane which confuses ceiling, 
floor, up and down. Art like 
Wilson’s can produce cosmic 
confusion and beauty from man¬ 
made contaminants. 

But pride of place goes to 
Rose Finn-Kelcey’s Steam

Installation (1992). With an 
engineer and a ducting design¬ 
er, Finn-Kelcey created a huge 
contraption something like an 
overgrown steam press. The 
space between canopy and 
base is animate with a mysteri¬ 
ous, ever-changing cloud of 
steam. The artist has fashioned 
poetry from natural elements, 
created art from industrial 
technology. 

It’s a strange little island, but 
Britain has brought forth a 
strong new generation of artists. 
Sarah Kent’s catalog of the 
Saatchi Collection whets the 
Stateside appetite for more 
exposure to contemporary art 
from across the pond. ▼

the Houghtons (Kate’s mother’s 
relatives) centered on suicide. 
Hepburn’s maternal grandfather 
and great-uncle, two paternal 
uncles and her brother Tom each 
ended his life. Learning may 
overstate the degree to which 
these events shaped Katharine 
Hepburn’s life - the actress’ 
niece, Katharine Houghton, 
alleged as much last week - but 
the author makes a strong case 
that at least Tom’s death affect¬ 
ed Hepburn profoundly. 

Suicidal tendencies 

Because Kate’s grandfather 
Fred committed suicide while 
her mother was still a child, her 
grandmother Carrie had to 
depend for financial advice on 
her brother-in-law Amory, an 
imperious sort who kept track of 
every cent Carrie and her three 
daughters spent over the years. 
Few families’ records are this 
complete: Learning writes that 
she was able to ascertain not 
merely what Carrie, and later 
her three daughters, spent their 
money on but why. 

What Carrie wanted most for 
her daughters was a college 
degree, lest they be left to the 
mercy of men as she had been. 
She devised a long-range plan to 
send her daughters to Bryn 
Mawr College, then still an 
“experiment” in women’s edu¬ 
cation. Unfortunately, Carrie 
died of cancer, and it was up to 
Katharine Houghton, the oldest 
daughter, to fulfill her mother’s 
dream. 

The details about Bryn Mawr 
and Katharine and her younger 
sister Edith’s activities as early 
suffragists are fascinating. The 
two worked for women’s right 
to vote and later participated in 
Margaret Sanger’s birth-control 
crusades. Hepburn modeled sev¬ 
eral of her film characters on the 
independent Edith, who was one 
of the early women graduates of 
the Johns Hopkins Medical 
School. 

By page 200 of Learning’s 
engrossing work, its ostensible 
subject is still in her early teens 
and barely a presence. 
Katharine Hepburn was close to 
her brother Tom, who was prone 
to “nervousness.” He tried hard 
to please a father who “appears 
not to have realized that his fail¬ 
ure to praise made the boy fear 
he had disappointed him.” 

Despite Learning’s investiga¬ 
tion, the details behind Tom’s 
death by hanging at age 15 - his 
sister Kate, then 13, discovered 
the body - remain murky. He 
didn’t leave a note. Hepburn’s 
father, a doctor, backtracked 
from an initial acknowledgment 
that his son had committed sui¬ 
cide, later attributing the death 
to a “prank” gone awry. 
(Another Hepburn biographer 
has hinted that homosexuality 
was a factor; Learning doesn’t 
mention this possibility.) As 
with the other suicides in both 
the Houghton and Hepburn fam¬ 
ilies, speaking about the subject 
was taboo. 

Saving troubled souls 

Though she had relationships 
with men of varied profiles, the 
two great loves of her life - Ford 
and Tracy - were both troubled 
souls prone to severe depres¬ 
sion. Much of the latter part of 
Learning’s tome deals with 
Hepburn’s efforts to make sure 
that what happened to Tom did¬ 
n’t happen to them. 

Most Hepburn biographers 
don’t even hint at an affair with 
Ford. The one who does sug¬ 


gests the relationship was sexu¬ 
al; Learning contends it was not. 
The two wanted to marry, but 
Ford’s wife wouldn’t give him a 
divorce - even after Hepburn 
purportedly offered her 
$150,000. 

Unlike many biographies 
intending to be commercial yet 
authoritative, instead of an item- 
by-item substantiation of quotes 
or statements of fact in the back 
of the book, Learning opts for 
prose accounts of the sources 
for each chapter. The notes on 
chapters 16 through 18 say how 
invaluable the John Ford 
archival material at the Lilly 
Library in Bloomington, 
Indiana, was in preparing that 
portion of the book, but specific 
letters, audio or video tapes are 
not cited. 

Her vague way of document¬ 
ing assertions doesn’t make 
Learning a liar, but it is vexing. 
One doesn’t expect the author to 
deliver prima-facie evidence 
that Hepburn attempted to bribe 
Mary Ford to give up her hus¬ 
band - this is not something 
likely to have been done in writ¬ 
ing. The text (page 329) states 
that Ford’s niece Cecile de Prita 
alleged the offer was made, but 


since de Prita is not listed in the 
book’s acknowledgments as an 
interviewee, Learning has to 
have had a source. Who or what 
was it? When did de Prita make 
this claim? How was she in a 
position to know? Et cetera. 

Mean Spencer 

Spencer Tracy, about whom 
Hepburn talks so glowingly to 
this day, comes off here as a 
neurotic, alcoholic mess, filled 
with self-doubt and prone to 
benders of gigantic proportions. 
Hepburn played strong-willed 
heroines in her pictures and was 
a pretty shrewd businessperson 
in real life, yet paradoxically she 
sacrificed acting and other 
opportunities to play nursemaid 
and fawning admirer to Tracy - 
who gave her a fair amount of 
abuse in return. 

According to Learning, 
sometimes whole years were 
planned around his “condition,” 
though occasionally Hepburn 
did put her career or emotional 
needs first. 

Katharine Hepburn aims to 
be the definitive book on its sub¬ 
ject, though some of it's 
hypotheses about Ford and 
Tracy are already under attack. 


Learning may yet prove correct 
about these matters, and her 
comprehensive account of 
Hepburn’s ancestors is likely to 
withstand critical scrutiny, but 
this biography is hardly a com¬ 
plete look at Hepburn the artist. 
We learn much, for example, 
about how her past and Tracy’s 
present influenced which jobs 
she took in the ’40s and ’50s, 
but very little about how she 
sculpted many of that period’s 
performances. 

Learning may have felt this 


ground had been covered else¬ 
where - her volume is 500-plus 
pages as it is - but as much 
research as she clearly has done, 
there are gaps and some perhaps 
too grandiose extrapolations of 
the historical record. But despite 
her book’s flaws, the Hepburn 
Learning captures is more com¬ 
plex and “real,” though a bit sad¬ 
der, than the one who emerges 
either in often gushy previous 
portraits or in Me: Stories of My 
Life, the actress’ selectively per¬ 
ceptive autobiography. T 
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Still Looking for John Preston 


Looking for Mr. Preston: 
A Celebration 
of the Writer’s life 
edited by 
Laura Antoniou;

I n modem gay life, perhaps 
no single act is more benefi¬ 
cial to the literary reputation 
than dying of AIDS. 
Ironically, because the 
“owner” of the reputation is 
long past caring, the benefits are 
reaped almost exclusively by 
those left behind. And nowhere 
is that more true than in the case 
of author, editor, and pomogra- 
pher John Preston, who died 
almost exactly one year ago and 
whose life and work are remem¬ 
bered, sometimes inadvertently, 
in Laura Antoniou’s new anthol¬ 
ogy, Looking for Mr. Preston. 

Indeed, Looking for Mr. 
Preston is the kind of book The 
New Testament might have 
become if the Gospels had been 
written by people with literary 
careers instead of by folks who 
were merely shepherds and fish¬ 
ermen. 

Looking for Mr. Preston - 
the book’s name is a play on Mr. 
Benson from Looking for Mr. 
Benson, Preston’s best-known 
novel, which appeared in serial 
form in Drummer magazine in 
the late ’70s - is subtitled A 
Celebration of the Writer’s Life. 
But the celebration is meager. 
We hear constantly about 
Preston’s “triumphant” appear¬ 
ance at the Outwrite conference 
in Boston in 1993; we are told 


over and over how Preston 
delighted in seeing himself as a 
“curmudgeonly New England 
bachelor.” Otherwise, the 
insights are few and far between. 

Instead, what Looking for Mr. 
Preston offers most is a thinly 
veiled competition for a claim to 
the dying * writer’s imprimatur. 
Perhaps most heartsickening on 
this point is Michael Lowenthal’s 
“John Preston, Underwear, and 
Other Legacies,” in which 
Lowenthal describes how 
Preston, who “seemed suddenly 
to be a shy, nervous schoolboy,” 
one day “hesitatingly” asked 
Lowenthal whether he would 
allow Preston to be his mentor. 
(And not the other way around, 
do you hear me!) 

Accordingly, the theme of 
mentors and proteges runs 
throughout this book, and each 
contributor who was graced by 
Preston’s attention and wisdom 
seems to be determined to make 
the case that Preston was, unlike 
some of those other gay literati 
(some of whom are actually 
named), eager to encourage new 
writers and ever so much more 
willing to nudge along a fledg¬ 
ling career. Well, maybe. 

But how revealing it is that 
virtually all of the reminis¬ 
cences in the book begin with a 
variation on the same “how I 
met John Preston” story: My 
lover’s editor at Avon suggested 
we spend two weeks in a cabin 
in the Maine woods and Preston 
was living only a half-hour 
away; I interviewed him on 
assignment for The Advocate ; 
my friend, Andrew Holleran 
told him about a story I had 
written and Preston sent me a 


letter; my friend, Howard Cruse, 
gave him my address. And so 
on. 

One of Antoniou’s contribu¬ 
tor’s is so disingenuous as to 
recount how he arranged for 
Preston to win his mainstream, 
big-city newspaper’s “author of 
the Year” award and (I won’t keep 
you in suspense) how Preston 
later included this journalist’s 
work in one of his anthologies. 

There is, of course, nothing 
surprising here. This is exactly 
how the world of letters works, 
particularly in a sub-sub-circle 
of books (the queer and kinky 
shelf) in which there has never 
been and perhaps never will be 
enough audience, enough 
approval, or enough opportunity 
to go around. Getting published 
is largely about who you know. 
What rankles me about a goodly 
number of Antoniou’s contribu¬ 
tors, however, is their attempt to 
paint Preston as the center of 
some kind of previously 
unimagined writer’s democracy. 
And yet no one in the book can 
honestly say, “John Preston did¬ 
n’t know me from Adam, but I 
sent him a manuscript from out 
of the blue and he thought it was 
good enough to publish.” Now 
that’s what I’d call democracy. 

Equally annoying is the way 
not a few of the contributions in 
Looking for Mr. Preston turn out 
to be about almost anyone but 
John Preston. Larry Townsend’s 
offering, for example, begins 
with this shameless bit of self¬ 
promotion: “Being one of the 
most prolific writers in our 
genre and even Laura 

Antoniou’s introduction betrays 
a kind of attention-grabbing 
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John Preston 
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false modesty. (Oh, no, I 
thought to myself, I couldn’t 
possibly do this book. I’m not 
nearly qualified enough. Oh, 
please, don’t even suggest that I 
be the editor.) 

Inevitably, too, there’s a 
“how I slept with John Preston” 
story, but with a twist. William 
J. Mann tells how Preston made 
a pass at him and how Mann 
almost but not quite got up the 
nerve to travel to Maine to be 
shown the ropes (so to speak). 
It’s supposed to be a bittersweet 
story of how delay and ambiva¬ 
lence can rob you of what you 
want most in fife, but a minor 
motif is a kind of perverse brag¬ 
ging that the biggest, baddest 
top in town never managed to 
turn Mann over. 

Finally, there’s Looking for 
Mr. Preston’s commentary on 
Preston’s writing itself, which 
must be forgiven, in a book 
meant to be a tribute, for being 
so slight. Despite some of the 
overblown claims made here, 
the fact is that Preston’s fiction 
was never as good as his nonfic¬ 
tion, and the success of books 
like Mr. Benson and the 
“Master” series is due in part to 
timing and in part to the fact that 
so much pornography is, in 
comparison, agonizing, unread¬ 
able dreck. 

A number of Preston’s 
essays, on the other hand 
(“Goodybe to Sally Gearhart,” 
for example, and Preston’s chap¬ 
ter on Medfield, Massachusetts 
in Hometowns), are about as fine 
as nonfiction writing can get. 
Surprisingly - and this is one of 
the most interesting, if unillumi¬ 
nated pieces of information in 
Looking for Mr. Preston - 
Preston’s last obsession was 
with the completion of a new 
edition of Fanny - the Queen of 
Provincetown, his 1983 novel 
about a drag queen who is the 
heart, soul and conscience of a 
P-town gay community. 

What is best about Looking 
for Mr. Preston - and there is 
good in it - turns out to be the 
fiction by authors like Will 
Leber, Stan Leventhal, and 
Carol Queen, which, although 
one is delighted it is there, is 
soldered onto the last third of 


the book for no apparent reason. 
Michael Lassell’s “The Yellow” 
is a gorgeous, picaresque rumi¬ 
nation that is only slightly too 
much touched by the influence 
of Dennis Cooper; and Agnes 
Barr Bushell’s “A Few Simple, 
Ordinary Things” is the trou¬ 
bling juxtaposition of the com¬ 
mitments of married-heterosex¬ 
ual family existence with the 
life of an SM top (obviously 
Preston) who can “send [his 
boys] packing when he’s fin¬ 
ished with them.” 

The best of these fictional trib¬ 
utes, however, is Cecilia Tan’s 
“Whipmaster,” at least in part 
because of its passionate, enig¬ 
matic exploration of that eternal 
question in SM/leather/fetish life 
- and in Preston’s work - Where 
do I find a mentor? And two non¬ 
fiction pieces in the front of the 
book - Wickie Stamps’ ‘That 
Place Called Pornography” and 
Joan Nestle’s “Sex for John” - 
are as beautiful for their simplici¬ 
ty as for their generosity toward 
Preston’s contributions to queer 
writing and to the kinky commu¬ 
nity. 

Late in his life, Preston con¬ 
fessed to being bemused and 
sometimes disconcerted by 
reactions to Mr. Benson, a book 
that led a generation of SM bot¬ 
toms to form utterly unrealiz¬ 
able expectations of tops and a 
generation of tops to gaze upon 
Aristotle Benson’s capacious 
shoes (or, in this case, boots) 
with no real hope of filling 
them. (Pat Califia’s essay in the 
1991 anthology Leatherfolk, 
“The Limits of the S/M 
Relationship or Mr. Benson 
Doesn’t Live Here Anymore,” 
mines these issues with charac¬ 
teristic incisiveness.) 

No doubt what Preston 
objected to was the requirement 
that he be the master, the 
teacher, the mentor, the daddy, 
the top - nearly all of the time to 
nearly all of the people. Sadly, 
there is little in the sycophantic 
tone of many of Antoniou’s con¬ 
tributors to release Preston from 
that nonconsensual role. 
Looking for Mr. Preston 
notwithstanding, the best place 
to find John Preston is still with¬ 
in his own work. ▼

Personal Ads 
by Robbi Sommers;

obbi Sommers seems to 
have claimed the posi¬ 
tion of Naiad’s eroticist 
in residence, and that is 
good news for anyone who 
enjoys well-written erotica. I 
met Sommers at a book conven¬ 
tion last year, and she told me of 
her plan to base her next book 
on personal ads. I remember 
thinking that the idea was inter¬ 
esting (is there anyone who 
doesn’t read the personals?) but 
that it would be painfully easy 
to go wrong. Fortunately, 
delightfully, Sommers comes 
through with her best collection 
of short stories yet. 

Using the personals loosely 
as a framework, Sommers plays 
with ideas of fantasy and reality 
as she moves among several dif¬ 
ferent voices, moods and states 
of being. I especially enjoyed 
“Fiction to Reality,” the story of 
a writer of erotica who is chal¬ 
lenged to live the sexual fantasy 
she has only imagined in print. 
Good erotica really ought to 
have more going for it than hot 
sex, and Sommers supplies both 
(very) hot sex and interesting 
characters in compelling situa¬ 
tions. Personal Ads is very satis¬ 
fying Sommers, and that is very 
good indeed. 


A Rage of Maidens 
by Lauren Wright 
Douglas;

111 rage of maidens,” the 
author’s note tells us, is 
“one of those imagina¬ 
tive collective nouns 
that evolved in the Middle Ages 
... [such as] an unkindness of 
ravens, a skulk of foxes.” 
Lauren Wright Douglas goes on 
to say that scholars insist that 
the word rage actually refers to 
female wantonness, rather than 
female fury. But Douglas 
argues, rightly I believe, for 



female anger, and in her latest 
Caitlin Reece mystery, she 
explores the varieties of rage, 
and the dangers that can result 
from fury, whether expressed or 
suppressed. 

Caitlin is hired to protect 
Andy, a young girl whose life 
was forever altered when she 
witnessed a brutal assault. The 
victim of the assault was 
Andy’s sister, Alicia, and since 
that horrible day seven years 
ago, the family has been splin¬ 
tered by the trauma of violence 
and inexpressible rage. The 
news that the attacker has been 
freed from prison awakens old 
terrors, especially for Andy, 
who is convinced that she is 
the intended next victim. And 
what about the strangely dis¬ 
tant father, the absent mother? 
Is Andy’s fear really an 
attempt to get someone to 
notice her? 

Douglas is a fine writer who 
keeps getting better; her charac¬ 
ters live on the page and in the 
memory. Caitlin’s disenchant¬ 
ment with her life, her work, her 
self, is particularly well crafted. 
Douglas plots with real skill, 
and her sense of timing has 
never been better. A Rage of 
Maidens is a terrifying novel, a 
worthy successor to Douglas’s 
earlier work. If only Douglas 
could write her novels as quick¬ 
ly as I could read them - now 
that would be bliss. ▼

- Midnight • Sun: 1:45 p.m, - Midnight • Fri & Sat till 1:30 am 


ydney’s Gay and 
Lesbian Pride Celebra- 
| | tion has a reputation in 

and around the gay 
world for being the best pride 
parade and party on earth. 

Even this American, raised in 
the cocoon that is the U.S., had 
heard about Sydney’s Gay and 
Lesbian Mardi Gras. It begins 
with a huge parade filled with 
outrageous people. Glamorous, 
gorgeous, spontaneously stu¬ 
pendous drag queens from all 
countries, from all walks of life 
gather here in their most osten¬ 
tatious garments. 

The parade is followed by a 
divine party, where gay men 
from everywhere share compli¬ 
ments and hugs. Cool straight 
people mingle with queers and 
everyone expresses their hope 
for a more united future. For just 
one night, I was told, people are 
permitted to gather and cele¬ 
brate the “gay community” in a 
non-threatening way. 

It isn’t until I arrive in 
Sydney to perform comedy for 
the pride celebrators that I hear 
the Mardi Gras War Call: 
“Don’t forget your drugs!!!!!!!” 

Drugs, drugs, drugs, drugs, 
drugs. Ecstasy - at least two hits, 
just in case the first one doesn’t 
kick in. And, of course, speed. I 
mean, we have to stay up all 
night! And cocaine, if you can get 
some. And, of course, marijuana, 
so you can come down easier 
from all the drugs you’ve just 
taken. Or downers, if you want to 
sleep, but who wants that? 

After the parade and the 
party, which goes on until 10 
a.m., there are recovery parties 
at all the local gay bars, and how 
can you recover without the hair 
of the dog that bit ya’?! So it’s 
more ecstasy and more speed 
and more booze. After all, it’s 
daytime now and that’s the best 
time for a specialty drink, the 
“Sydney something-or-other,” 
which contains more types of 
alcohol than the entire Clinique 
counter at Harrods. And on and 
on ... until Monday. Or a mas¬ 
sive cerebral hemorrhage, 
whichever comes first. 

Wandering through the 
Mardi Gras party, amidst a 
group of 20,000 revelers, I see 
the same people over and over 
and over again. But I never find 
my friends, only one beefy guy 
after another, dressed in denim 
shorts, walking back and forth 


through the mud, which was 
created by this first-in-25-years 
rainy night. 

All this dirt and bad food, 
these disappointingly shabby 
costumes and unsuccessfully 
concealed bottles of booze leads 
me to conclude that this is not 
really a party, it’s a state fair 
without the barn animals 
(although some of those drag 
queens are good replacements). 

I am so glad I got paid to come 
here and perform. Thank God I 
didn’t spend my hard-earned 
wages flying here to trudge 
through dirt in my underwear. 
Why are these queers torturing 
themselves like this? 

Can you tell my drugs 
haven’t ldcked in yet? Maybe 
that’s why I’m so bitter and dis¬ 
illusioned. This “gay communi¬ 
ty” seems to have abandoned 
me. If only my ecstasy would 
release itself into my system so I 
could fit in. But is this really the 
“gay community”? If so, what 
kind of community defines itself 
by appearance and drug intake? 
I’ll never be muscle-bound and 
brawny. I’ll never look good in 
short shorts. I’ll never have the 
patience for gyms, or the knowl¬ 
edge of fashion, or the tolerance 
for stupidity. And if I can’t find 
the “gay community” here, 
amidst 20,000 gays and their 
supporters, maybe it doesn’t 
exist at all. Or maybe I’m just 
thinking too much. 

So, then I go to the toilet to 
urinate and fill my water bottle 
(these are separate activities), 
and as I’m standing in line in 
this dark, damp room, waiting to 
pee, I wonder why it’s so crowd¬ 
ed that we have to press up 
against each other. Surely there 
is more than one toilet room for 
15,000 men. And why is this 
guy in front of me taking so 
long to pee? And why is he star¬ 
ing at his neighbor? And why is 
he touching his neighbor? And 
why is there an appendage rub¬ 
bing my leg? And why is there a 
hand limping down the skin of 
my chest? Oh, is this how we 
are sharing now? 

I begin to giggle, destroying 
any romantic mood created by 
the 150 men blowing each other 
in this public urinal. I stumble 
out into the night of slush and 
loud rock-ish music, wondering 
how we took the pride out of 
this “Pride Celebration,” or if 
it’s ever been proud at all. ▼
